Import 


HOf course, Cao Dai has psychic origins. Stemming from the phenomenon of table 
building, Ouija board, and writing, Caodaism implicitly affirms two worlds: visible 
and invisible, natural and supernatural, human and heaven. Between these two 
worlds there is a relationship, communication; That is Ouija board, writing... 
Through which the supernatural world expresses and has a two-way impact with the 
natural world. This is actually not new. Most religions in the world today accept this, 
the only difference being that Caodaism has many individuals who can communicate 
with the supernatural world; while in most other religions this only happens to an 


individual; usually the priest. From there, it can be seen that the philosophies of 
religions are often consistent, one-way; while Caodaism has a philosophy of 
integration and multilateral development. 


In addition, the natural and supernatural worlds in religions often have different 
strengths, separate from each other. One must observe the precepts so that after 
death one enjoys good results in other realms. In Cao Dai, the natural world (Van 
Linh) is the power to deal with the supernatural world (Nhat Linh). People 
voluntarily practice the precepts not only to enjoy results in other realms but also to 
communicate with the supernatural world while still alive. 


Cao Dai is of oriental origin. This can be clearly seen because Cao Dai developed from 
Vietnam, bearing heavy imprints of Vietnamese customs - a country deeply 
influenced by Eastern thought. Eastern thought is basically based on yin and yang 
change (Chinese translation), so Cao Dai thought has real myths; may have a secret 
method; there are people. However, these two forces are not disparate, separate from 
each other, but dependent on each other. Cao Dai's salvation is to transcend these 
two powers. 


To study these two forces- - Cao Dai called them THIANH and SECURITY--is to study 
the Way. To make these two powers transcend to attain the spiritual state is to attain 
the Way. That is what will be covered in this book.

THREE TYPES OF INFORMATION 
AND 


HOW TO UNDERSTAND CODE 


Through the pens, psychics - the pro-loan or Ouija boarders - receive information 
from the supernatural realm in the form of written language. This language has a 
level depending on the level of the pro-loan. In the first stage, when there is no 
individual mind of the medium to interfere, at any level this language has the general 
idea of bringing all beings out of the wharf of misery. From the information in 
written language , the followers founded the Temple, established the doctrine, and 
established a disciplined religion. After a transformation process, up to now, the 
information from the supernatural realm has been shaped in three forms: ordinary 
language, semi-symbolic language and symbols. In order to understand these 
languages, different decodings are required, that is, ways of understanding each 
form of information. If misunderstood, it will lead the practitioner to superstition 


A- Normal language 


Usually appears in written form and due to social conditions at that time, it is usually 
Vietnamese, Sino-Vietnamese or French. Regardless of the language, this language 
also expresses common sense. Eg : 


“The Way is the way for Saints, Fairies, and Buddhas to return to their former positions. 
The Way is the path of the nobles who follow and escape from samsara...” 


“The Jade Emperor expands the third stage. 
God Long Hoa defends righteous evil 

Advise children to maintain goodwill 

The exam school came to see God the Father" 


To understand this kind of language, just understand it in the ordinary sense. That is, 
you must know the language first. Then make inferences, ie compare what you read 
with available knowledge. In the above example, you can compare: before, I used to 
travel on a road to get to a certain point. This knowledge or experience helps the 
practitioner to understand: about the ancient throne is a similar action. So Tao is 
equivalent to a route, a directional space. If you deviate from that route, you will not 
get to the desired place, ie the old house. All ordinary people understand this way. 


Need to clarify, understand the problem and judge the problem are two different 
things. Usually, after understanding the problem, humans make judgments again. 


Judgment is also a process of reasoning, comparing with what is known. Due to 
different "knowing", people have different judgments, even leading to conflicts. In 
the above example, the meaning is easy to understand, but the believer considers it 
to be true; those who think they are short because they have read somewhere higher 
and bigger than that; Non-religious people consider it a myth. In this section, please 
only discuss how to understand a problem, not judge right and wrong. 


In short, when understood in the common sense, we implicitly accept that RIGHT 
differs from FALSE; GOOD other BAD; YES other NO ; ACCEPTING THIS means 
REFUSED to the contrary. If you believe "The Jade Emperor expands the Third Dao" 
then you won't believe "Humans expand the Third Dao" 


B- Semi-symbolic language 


Usually found in written form, Vietnamese or Sino-Vietnamese. This is a form of 
expression language in two stages. Stage one is understood in the usual sense. The 
result is usually a symbol in stage two. For example: 


"When there is no chi in the world, the Void qi is born with a teacher and his throne is Tai 
Chi. The teacher divides Tai Chi into Double Doubt, Dual Nghi divides into Four Statues, 
Four Statues turn the Bagua, and the Eight Trigrams. The infinite transformation created 
the Universe of Worlds." 


“Chairman’s Brand” 
Double Light Lord 
Quang Thi God 
Divine Vision 
False God, False Self" 


In order to decipher and understand this information, two stages must be performed. 
First, understanding the meaning of words. Interpretation is the same as 
understanding ordinary language. The result leads to a more complex, confusing 
implication. Then the student of the Way enters the second stage: Understanding by 
intuition, by wisdom, not through reasoning. This is extremely difficult because 
humans live by comparison. People always judge a matter as RIGHT or WRONG, and 
only then can they feel secure. In the world of semi-symbolic language - also known 
as non-verbal language. RIGHT is FALSE, GOOD is BAD, YES is NO. As long as you 
understand this, not because you have read it somewhere in the scriptures or 
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In the example above, the common understanding suggests that the sentence 
contains Yi. The translation comes from the drawing of the eight hexagrams: Can, 
Kham, Can, Chan, Ton, Ly, Khon, and Doai. In this case, Van Vuong wrote the 
proclamation and the researchers wrote the explanation.) Thus, if you want to 
understand Yi Li, you have to look at the Bat Quat drawing and understand it with 
Wisdom. Understand by comparison, reasoning is the work of humans for thousands 
of years, and this has led to inconsistencies, inconsistencies and arguments. Because 
each person sees only a very small part of the problem, some people think that Yi is 
involved in Astronomy, others Math, Chemistry, even people use divination. It is 
clear that understanding by reasoning leads to conclusions based on interpretation. 
The interpretation is only partially correct, not exhaustive. Wisdom will lead to 
absolute insight, beyond comparative reasoning. Only then can we understand the 
Translation and from there know what the above scripture says. 


According to the Holy Word, "I am you, you are me." If understood by comparative, 
inductive or analytical reasoning, whatever, it will be absurd. I am God, you are 
sentient beings. God is truth, all goodness, etc. You are false, evil, etc.. So I can't be 
you. The perfect cannot be the evil. Again, only seeing and understanding with 
wisdom can help get rid of the complex impulses of the problem. 


B- Icons 


Non-verbal forms of information, intended to convey a certain meaning, such as 
drawings, music, colors, etc. For example: 


The Fruit of the Universe 
Drawing of Thien Nhan 
Temple Architecture 


Usually, the purpose of a symbol is to help the viewer immediately understand the 
meaning, not through language or inference. Therefore, all peoples, using different 
languages, can understand the symbol. For example, a cross on a person's chest 
indicates that he is a Christian. The wheel shape depicts evolution etc... 


The types of symbols in Caodaism can be divided into three categories: 


- Conventional symbol type. For example, the Temple of the Temple, the Statue of 
the Five Limbs, the Buddha, the Statues of the Gods, etc. It is necessary to 
understand these symbols by knowledge and reasoning, because these symbols are 
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- Unconventional or newly defined symbol type. For example, Thien Nhan Statue, 
Dharma Protector Statue, Ways of prostration, etc. 


Through the above classification, it is possible to draw conclusions: when looking 
at the holy temple, any ethnic group knows that this is a religious building, not an 
office. To understand the Heavenly Eye, one needs to read the holy words. 
However, it should be clarified that these are only provisional provisions for ease 
of understanding. In fact, most symbols are intuitively understood. Symbols in 
Caodaism often contain secrets, whose inferences only lead to fragmented and 
contradictory understandings. 


At this point, it can be said that there are two main ways of understanding: one: by 
common sense and two: by intuition or by wisdom. The problem is probably 
language classification: either semi-symbolic or symbolic language, how to 
interpret it appropriately. This is quite complex and requires elaborate research. 
Temporarily, however, can follow the following principle: what can be inferred by 
ordinary reasoning, be it ordinary language or conventional symbols. Whatever 
feels confusing or unreasonable, do not immediately speculate, it may be the kind 
that requires intuition or wisdom. Say "maybe" because sometimes you don't 
know enough about religions because you don't know enough about them. For the 
second type, it is better to learn more or to not jump to conclusions for the time 
being. Because understanding intuitively and with wisdom is an extremely difficult 
state to be "trained" in the right way. 


II 


METHODS AND MYSTERIOUS 


The dharma and secret methods are characteristic of Cao Dai. The meaning of the 
Dharma and the Secret Law is very broad: 


If the Dharma Body is the form, then the Secret Dharma is the content. 


If the Dharma Body is a visible way of cultivation, then the Secret Dharma is a way 
of purifying the unconditioned. 


The French body is TRIAL, the Secret Dharma is the CHARACTERISTICS. 


The Fa must be understood by knowledge, the Secret Law must be understood by 
Wisdom 


Based on the above definitions, it is always possible to look at any Dharma body in 
Cao Dai to find out the secret method. Now, let's consider a very basic form of Cao 
Dai's dharma: the Three Teachings: Confucianism, Taoism, and Buddhism. 


To return is to return to the root of things, to choose the essence, to stay away from 
the distortions of the problem. But why only choose Confucianism, Laotian, and 
Buddha? Dharma practice implies the three stages of cultivation of Cao Dai disciples. 


A- The Grape Stage 


Confucianism has mainly people - individuals - and the relationship with society - 
collective. Individual people must keep the five commons (Human, Nghia, Le, Tri, 
and Tin) if they are male, and Tu Duc (Cong, Dung, Ngon, Hanh) if they are female. 
Ay is to keep the model of the gentleman to conform to the Trung Dung religion. In 
communicating with society, a gentleman must attach importance to three 
relationships: military god, father and son, and wife. That is, between my king, 
between father and son, and between husband and wife. There was a time when this 
concept was considered outdated. But now, in a society full of complicated 
relationships, these values have proved extremely necessary to help society get out of 
the state of corruption. 


In Cao Dai, this is the basic stage of the cultivator. Confucian philosophy is largely 
written in plain language. Confucian thought is a dualistic world. It means to 
compare, reason, understand things in the sense of accepting or rejecting. If you 
accept to do what is benevolent, it means that at the same time you will deny and do 
not do unkind things. Human or inhuman; meaning or nonsense....are conventions 
available in society. Specifically, ancient Chinese society, because Confucianism was 
based on the values of that society. Although the current view of governance of all 
societies has changed, these three relationships still exist basically. 


In this stage, the practitioner must understand himself, then modify it to match the 
values of humanity, meaning .... In addition, he must also realize that he cannot live 
alone; Therefore, it is necessary to take care of maintaining relationships with people 
around to create a harmonious and stable society. To do so is to show the dharma of 
this period. 


As mentioned above, the secret method also operates in parallel with the physical 
body. In other words, while cultivators learn to manifest the dharma - which is seen 
and understood - it is also time to manifest the secret dharma - which is invisible. 
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There are SHOULDS and DON'Ts. From the place of confusion and confusion, 
thoughts are led to two opposites, that is, from the Ba Quai, back to the Dou-Yi. 


B- Stage of Aging. 
"Children are often invisible because no religion any acts" 
"Heaven and Earth fall pure birth, all things are most evil" 
"The strong army will destroy, the wood will cut off" 
"The good fortune is the happiness, the happiness is the subordinate" 
Translated: 
Tao does not do, but nothing is not done. 
Heaven and earth were born with me, everything with me is one. 
The strong army will be destroyed, the hard tree will be broken. 
Painting is the foundation of happiness, happiness is the hiding place of disaster. 


Taoist philosophy originated from Lao Tzu (born in the 4th century BC) through the 
book Dao De Kinh. The language in the Tao Te Ching is a semi-symbolic language. 
That is, after understanding in the ordinary, literal sense, we enter another world 
that requires understanding with wisdom. Because it is only understood in the 
ordinary sense, there are concepts such as: Taoism advocates negativity, looking for 
things that are far away, separate from the present life. For example, when Lao Tzu 
said, "Weakness is the use of the Way" -weakness is the use of the Tao. Or “The 
strong man, the dead man; The weak and the weak are born"-hard and strong are 
friends of death, soft and weak are friends of life, the common deductive mind - 
RIGHT and FALSE - will understand: Lao Tzu considers weakness and weakness to be 
good; Tough and strong is bad. 


In fact, Taoism does not separate people from real life. Taoist philosophy is aimed at 
human thought that arises only in real life. That means living, having conflicts with 
other people, people have problems to think. The Confucian way of thinking would be 
useful in conventional engineering fields. For example: *If you are hungry, you must 
eat". Couldn't understand this sentence any other way! But for a very poor, old man 
who has an incurable disease, should he be treated to prolong his life or let him die? 
In this matter, the GOOD - BAD argument has no place. To answer this difficult 
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sentences in the Tao Te Ching are all deliberately contrary to common sense, that is 
to say, to introduce a paradox, in order to bring cultivators into the world of wisdom. 
where it is impossible to reason, where RIGHT is FALSE, GOOD is BAD. For example: 
The Tao is often unconditioned-(The Tao usually does not do). Nhi does not do 
anything- (but nothing does not do). 


Thus, it cannot be concluded that the Tao does not do or do; if the conclusion is both 
doing and not doing, this cannot be true in the world. Tao is outside of thinking and 
thinking. What is thought, defined, conceived is not the Tao. "The Dao is extremely 
religious, the name is famous and the name is extraordinary" (Dao De Kinh). 


In Cao Dai, this is the second stage of practice. This means that the cultivator has 
completed the first stage, or at least has to go through the first stage. Those who 
study the Way have to roll around in the dusty world, struggle with human life, work 
hard, practice being a gentleman, and then hope to practice escaping from the world. 
There is right and wrong reasoning, more than boring to the point of boredom, the 
theory only leads to a miserable island. At that time, the new Daoist entered the Lao 
stage. 


Entering the Lao stage does not mean leaving husband and wife and children, getting 
rid of the car, looking for a deserted place. By avoiding people, there is no collision, 
problems arise that need to be thought about. To live without thinking is to live 
instinctively like plants. In addition, such action is still within common sense: 
Current life is bad, going to a deserted place is GOOD. Choosing good over bad or vice 
versa, in the end, is in the grip of two opposite sides of inference. This stage is very 
important and difficult for cultivators. Important because it is a preparation step to 
enter the final difficult stage: the stage of liberation. It is difficult because people, 
who are used to reasoning right and wrong, now fall into the world without 
reasoning. If you are not skillful, when you need to reason and understand with 
wisdom - or vice versa - it is extremely dangerous. Therefore, Cultivators still have 
to continue to live as they have lived before, and at the same time must pay close 
attention to examine themselves (the ancients called Reflection Reflection) through 
each daily action. Observe when I reason and how I reason. Note that only observing, 
not judging "doing so is TRUE or FALSE". Because of that, you get stuck in a circle of 
reasoning. While observing in this way, you will realize for yourself the moments 
when wisdom operates. In it, the cultivator got out of the thinking circle. That is the 
legal manifestation of this period. Meanwhile, Secret Fa rotated, leading the thought 
from the two-faced position (Dual Doubt) stiff and dead to the two-sided, flexible 
and magical. Doubts are now not separate from each other but dependent on each 
other, shimmering with light of wisdom to serve as a means to bring cultivators to 


the third stage: the stage of liberation. 


B- Stage of Buddha. 


"Necessary sentient beings have Buddha nature" 
"Form is not heterochromatic, not heterochromatic, 


color means no, no means form" 


"The Dharma has no signs..." 


"Bodhisattva, wearing the Prajnaparamita robe, tries to be free from obstacles, 
without fear, without fear, without terror, with far away from madness, dreaming of 
Nirvana..." 


Translation: 
Everyone has Buddha nature. 
Yes is not different from no, no is not different from yes, 
Yes means no, no means yes. 


The bodhisattva who has wisdom in his heart does not hesitate, because he does 
not hesitate, he does not panic, leaves all illusory thoughts and attains Nirvana. 


Buddhism has a philosophy that comes from the East. Currently, there are many 
documents, most of which are volumes of scriptures that record the speeches or 
discussions of Shakyamuni Buddha with his disciples. The core thought of Buddhism 
lies in the Mahayana system, which advocates meditation. Meditation means quietly 
observing to reach wisdom, from which life is no longer suffering, ie the Nirvana of 
Ultimate Bliss. 


The language of Mahayana Buddhism is a non-verbal language that cannot be 
understood by common sense. Buddha Shakyamuni himself also affirmed that what 
he said was very profound and difficult to understand, only Buddha could understand 
Buddha. Therefore, if you want to understand this language, you must first gain 
wisdom, not by reading what he says and deducing what wisdom is, or having to 
make your state of mind turn into nothingness, like those sayings. Thus, it is still 
caught in the circle of two-sided reasoning. 


In Caodaism, this is the third stage. That is, the cultivator must have attained 
wisdom in the second stage. Since then, cultivators have learned to live a life where 
all actions are rooted in wisdom. In terms of the Secret Dharma, the dualism depends 
on promoting its magical power. When you retreat, you return to Tai Chi, and when 
you advance, you change your shape. When wisdom ascends to the throne, it is TRUE, 
WRONG; GOOD, BAD have no meaning anymore. The practitioner will see firsthand 
an extraordinary world that only he knows for himself. At that time, fellowship with 
the supernatural world was not difficult at all; Only then did I understand what 
Shakyamuni Buddha said. 


For Caodaism, this stage is not the end. Cultivators will advance to higher levels to 
infinity. Because, please be careful, if cultivation is only to end suffering and live in 
the realm of bliss, it is still a world of contemplation. 


We have just tried to decipher a basic form of Caodaism. Those are just the main 
concepts in terms of concepts to help understand Cao Dai Religion, avoid reasoning 
where there is no need to make deductions. If we do not do so, we will fall into a 
situation that humans have encountered for thousands of years: every religion 
teaches people to love each other, but it is also because of religion that people fall 
into conflict, even holy war. It's a paradox, but it's a fact. And it also proves that 
humans continue to reason like thousands of years ago. Reasoning is so ingrained in 
the blood, so habitual that people reason without realizing that they are reasoning. 
Therefore, the cultivator must be alert and groping step by step, step by step. Getting 
it right is one thing, getting it right is another. 


Ill 
METHODS AND MYSTERIOUS 
EVERYWHERE 


In the Cao Dai gate, all forms have a certain meaning. In other words, all Dharma 
bodies contain Secret Fa. Thus, depending on each person's own interpretation, it is 
possible to deduce countless meanings, countless ways of practice, so that all these 
ways of practice, like rivers, lead to the vast ocean of the world. truth. However, when 
observing and investigating, it is necessary to clearly understand where the limit of 
inference is. It must be remembered that inference must be constrained in the world 
of truth, moreover it conditioned, framed and killed truth as calculation, profit kills 
love. In this section, I would like to introduce and decipher some of the Dharma 
bodies - of course, according to personal interpretation. Hopefully, it will partly 
suggest some ideas on the deep road to the old throne. 


A-The Dharma of opening the way 


The history of initiation itself is a form of initiation. So, it is necessary to summarize 
this period from the beginning to the ceremony at Tu Lam Tu so that inferring the 
Secret Law is also necessary. 


Around 1925, when Saigon was under French rule, the Ouija movement flourished. It 
was in this Ouija movement that people came into contact with the supernatural 
world and it was at that time that the Jade Emperor God descended to choose the first 
12 disciples, and then taught to set up the Thien Nhan Statue to worship. At the end of 
September 1925, Duc Ngoc Hoang God (at that time called AAA) taught Mr. Cao Hoai 
Sang, Cao Quynh Cu, and Pham Cong Tac to set up the first Dieu Tri Banquet. On 
December 12, 1925, Mrs. Cuu Thien Huyen Nu taught the three men to pray for the 
Way. In 1926, God God (at that time proclaimed as the Jade Emperor God, a dozen 
names Cao Dai Tien Ong Dai Bodhisattva Mahasattva) officially gathered the first 12 
disciples and collected more disciples. Here comes the first disciple. Mr. Ngo Minh 
Chieu separated from the group, specializing in the purification part. On October 7, at 
the order of Duc Chi Ton, the disciples applied to open the Dao with the government. 
The night of 11/18/26 was the opening ceremony at Tu Lam Temple. On this night 
there was an evil phenomenon that entered the two disciples, causing a disturbance 
in the ceremony, causing many people to lose faith and leave. On that occasion, the 
abbot of the temple, previously volunteering to donate the temple, did not agree to 
allow the disciples to stay there. On March 23, 27, the church moved to Long Thanh, 
now the Tay Ninh Holy See. 


This story is a true phenomenon that happens in the middle of life like any other 
phenomenon. However, unlike other phenomena that will fade into oblivion, it 
opens, marking an extraordinary period. According to prophecy this period will last 
seven billion years. In terms of historical context, at that time Vietnamese society 
was under intense impacts. Being ruled by another nation, with an alien civilization 
based on material things, the Vietnamese people's thoughts were shocked, 
bewildered, and disoriented. People, according to their living conditions, look for 
some ideal to escape or fight the chaotic, chaotic reality. As we will see later, 
regardless of the ideal, Vietnamese people still harbor the intention of taking control 
of the country's destiny in their hearts. While searching, Mr. Ngo Minh Chieu, Pham 
Cong Tac v. v... has been exposed to the invisible world, but most importantly, to 
meet the lord of the universe. But with Mr. Chieu, he called him "Cao Dai Tien Ong 
Dai Bodhisattva Ma Ha Tat", and with Mr. Cu, Tac, Sang, he called himself A.A.A. The 
story so far we still understand according to common sense, i.e. understanding with a 
logical mind. But it is also the logical mind that leads us to the questions: 


Why did the Supreme Supreme Being with infinite power not choose how to 
descend for glory, but chose Ouija board, which is still considered a form of 
witchcraft and superstition? 


Why are they calling different names at first and not immediately calling 
themselves God or God? 


Why not come to earth with the body but through the pen muscle? 


For the first question, comparison can be used to understand. Since ancient times, 
the cardinals have had similar actions. Jesus was born in a manger, Shakyamuni 
Buddha chose Linh Vuong mountain as the residence of hawks specializing in eating 
corpses to speak the Mahayana Dharma, Saint Pierre preached in the cemetery of 
Rome. The means is not important. The guitar is rudimentary, but in the hands of a 
talented artist, it will rise to a magical level. Although the form was superstitious and 
trivial, the philosophy was profound enough to attract the multicultural intellectuals 
of that time. Understand that as well. Yet there is something more mysterious, more 
profound. That is the Secret. From the supreme to the mediocrity there is a gap. That 
is the distance of inference. Between HIGH and LOW, GOOD and BAD, everyone is 
satisfied with HIGH, GOOD and willing to reject the opposite. In the first lesson, Duc 
Chi Ton taught people that the Dao is beyond reasoning. The extraordinary lies in the 
mediocrity; Heaven is on earth. These paradoxes aim to bring people out of the circle 
of reasoning. Even Ouija board, pen writing is also a fact beyond inference (this will 
be discussed separately in the following section). That is the principle of transporting 
the universe that God himself must perform. So coming down to earth in a noble 
form to please ordinary people is only confirming the image of God they imagine. 
People in general always think with a rational mind that God, Truth, Reality, Buddha 
or whatever must be different from the trivial things around them; So even though 
they don't know what God and Truth is, they still insist on looking in a strange place. 
Some people leave their homes to the mountains, others create strange lifestyles, so 
that if they do not wander around, it will also cause conflicting misunderstandings. 
So when Chieu, Cu, Tac, Sang got tired of life and went looking for the out-of- life, 
God brought them back to life. It is in that false mediocrity that they will find and 
build permanence. It is a new religion for all mankind. 


With the second question, it is also somewhat strange because in the available 
religions, the name of the supreme being is usually fixed and unchanged: God, 
Jehovah, Allah, Tao, Amitabha... But in the Cao Dai religion, from the very 
beginning, the Emperor Ngoc Hoang declared two different titles: "Cao Dai Tien 
Ong Dai Bodhisattva Ma Ha Tat" to Mr. Chieu. And A.A.A with Mr. Cu, Tac, Sang. 
And when the 12 disciples gathered in early 1926, the official name was "Pearl 


Hoang God wrote Cao Dai Tien Ong Dai Bodhisattva Ma Ha Tat Dao Dao Nam 
Phuong". This can be understood as symbolizing the principle of unity of beliefs. 
People all believe that there is a supreme being who governs and guides their lives 
and judges actions in daily life. But depending on the living conditions, the specific 
characteristics of the nation, they named that supreme principle differently. From 
time immemorial, mankind has been driven by that profound principle to search 
for TRUTH. Belief in that principle is inherently no different. It is only when people 
give names that the principle begins to take on different labels; then brands turn 
against each other and drag people into the game." "My God" must of course be 
different from "your God", and that difference is resolved by people arguing, 
conflict, killing. These names are not only present in the religious field but also 
everywhere such as "my- ideal", "my-people", "my-concept", etc. ....So conflict 
spread throughout the world. The more civilized the world, the more inventions 
that serve people, the more names arise, the deeper the conflict. This has been 
spectacularly demonstrated in the current wars around the world in Bosnia, in 
Russia, in the Middle East, Africa, etc., with a barbaric level that is not inferior to 
the wars in the periods that people still consider uncivilized. To lead man out of 
strife, the Lord God came to man by names that man had given him. What people 
want to call God, he calls it so. Not only the case of Mr. Ngo Minh Chieu and Mr. Cu, 
Tac, Sang, later Duc Chi Ton also had many other titles such as:

Seeing that difference, all conflicts will be 
eliminated, from which people can share, yield, help each other to live in peace. In 
terms of Mysticism, the above event has a hidden meaning and, perhaps even a 
prophecy?! God or absolute truth in the invisible realm is inherently one, but when 
incarnating into the visible world, it is infinitely deformed. The unconceptualized 
when it becomes the CONFIDENTIAL, it can be conceived any way. In the NO there 
are innumerable YES.

Through the Holy Scriptures and inferential understanding, it can be said that the 
Supreme Being came to earth to correct religions, because now religions have 
deformed too much compared to the beginning. This is easy to understand. A word 
that is easy to understand passed through too many intermediaries must also be 
wrong, let alone the unsurpassed, profound, profound, and wonderful Dharma. 
Three stars failure is inevitable. Moreover, when teaching the religion, the 
cardinals mostly used words. This type of language is not only expressed by sound 
but also combined with gestures, facial expressions, and looks. Up to now, people 
learn the Way through written language handed down in the canon. Written 
language is hard drawings, difficult to convey all the spiritual elements of 
philosophy. Not to mention the form of language to express that is no longer 
understandable for today's generations. Therefore, the level of impact on the 
human soul is reduced. The effects that cause vibrations in people's hearts that the 
ancients called transmission of mind seals are no longer available. In addition, the 
words of the enlightened beings are appropriate for the time and the mood at that 
time. That is, it is so ancient that it is impossible to understand in the present age. 
Then there is the next generation of intellectuals who further comment. This 
inevitably interferes with the interpreter's own discretion. The pristine stream at 
its source cannot help but attract impurities, so when it comes to the plains, it will 
carry heavy silt. As for us, who live in the plains, we drink alluvial water but dream 
of springs. Now, Duc Chi Ton brings spring water to the plain. That eternal great 
master is always by our side. At any time, through the methods of fellowship, we 
can also learn from Him. He is no longer separated from us by death. 


That is inference. But in the eyes of the Secret Fa, what does that Dharma Body 
mean? Let's take a look at the Scriptures:

Obviously, in order to save humanity (universal salvation), the Supreme Being 
teaches us how to practice (present the treasures). Where is that "miracle"? 
Through dharma. In other words, go through all the phenomena of seeing, 
hearing, and reading. Through the Holy Word, through the architecture of the 
temple, the way of worshiping.. The remaining problem is whether to see, 
understand and practice or not. And, as analyzed, understanding is sometimes by 
deduction, sometimes it is necessary to understand by Prajna, which is wisdom. 
Reasoning is Dual Doubt, Wisdom is Tai Chi. Sometimes, when it comes to the two 
doubts, when the tai chi changes immeasurably, it never dies. Obviously difficult!!! 
But "precious magic" can not be an easy method. 


Inferring from the part of the Holy Word quoted, Duc Chi Ton owns the 
metaphysical part, that is, resides in the Ba Quai Dai. From the Ba Quai Dai, Duc 
Chi Ton gave the original monad to the cultivators to attain enlightenment. If he 
came to earth by means of a physical body, then the power to "rule the soul" or 
"the monad" rests in the hands of the physical body, that is, the body or the body.

No one in the world 
has the right to determine whether this person has become a religious person, no 
matter how super-smart that person may be. All have to position themselves. 
Achieving the Way or not, only Duc Chi Ton can decide. Understanding like that, 
then just follow the teacher's words and go forward, without expecting to reach 
Nirvana, liberate anything. That was taken care of by Duc Chi Ton. Thinking like 
this also liberates one thing, which is the desire to be liberated.

Way. 


Vegetarian party is not strange. The majority of Vietnamese people still party 
(offering) people in the invisible world on the occasion of anniversaries, 
worshiping souls....The strange thing is in the following dialogue. Why did AAA 
hide himself when he received Dieu Tri Cung? Who are the Buddha Mother and the 
nine Immortals? How powerful? Why did such a simple party turn into a big 
annual Mass in Cao Dai religion? Again, the Dharma Protector declared this to be 
the secret method that the Supreme Being left the world. Why did the three Mr. Cu, 
Tac, and Sang then have to hope for heaven to seek the way?

Bat Nuong: keep a basket of blue flowers, receive the spirits when they return to 
Phi Tuong Thien realm. 


Cuu Nuong: keep the pipe, receive the spirits when returning to the Creator Thien 
realm to attend the peach table party (Dieu Tri banquet) 


According to the teachings of the Dharma Protector, the spirits attend the peach 
banquet; called naturalization, then they can enter the Land of Ultimate Bliss, that is, 
the realm of Cao Thien Void, Hoi Nguon Thien and Upper Heaven Chaos. That is 
another piece of information about the metaphysical realm, the living spiritual 
realm. This information is irrefutable. For occultism, there is only belief and non- 
belief, not analytical reasoning.

But let's go back to the relationship between the Supreme Being and the Buddha 
Mother.

The eternal must have 
the birth-and-death as a carrier to be able to move. But the eternal or the spiritual 
does not have rules on how to coordinate with the birth-and-death, ie the body 
has rules. the law ? These two powers are inherently separate, so when the 
Supreme Being received Dieu Tri Cung, he used concealment. Obviously, these two 
powers can only be coordinated through an intermediary. Duc Chi Ton ordered the 
three Cu-Tac-Sang men to make a feast for Dieu Tri Cung. Then the Mother 
Buddha ordered the three Cu-Tac-Sangs to seek the Way. So your father is the 
middleman. Again, you later took charge of Hiep Thien Dai. So Hiep Thien Dai 
mediates for the two powers Cuu Trung Dai and Bat Quat Dai. 


It's been a long time since those three rights have been in three separate places. 
Monad was scattered by heaven. The mind is clouded by sexual dysfunction, so it is 
ignorant and ignorant. The flesh dissolves and dissolves according to the laws of 
the Buddha Mother like an automatic machine operating according to a preset

Sickness, 
starvation, and death. No brain can ever control these movements. No matter how 
great the spirit, when it descends to earth, it must carry the same body, subject to 
the same laws of birth and death; Therefore, all dignitaries when entering to 
worship at Bao An Tu must wear the same white ao dai. If the mind is scattered and 
confused, the spirit cannot coordinate with the body. 


AAA ordered the Cu- Tac Sang to make a banquet for Dieu Tri Cung, which is the 
information sent by the spirit to the brain. Buddha Mother ordered the Cu-Tac- 
Sang to hope for the Dao to be the information sent by the body to the mind. 
Information from the spirit to the brain implies awakening the age-old delusion of 
the mind that the body is the most important, the master, the one that the mind 
must find every way to serve. The body lives according to the orders of the Buddha 
Mother, so even serving or mistreating it will not have any influence on that 
process of birth and death. The concept of "reforming old age and returning to the 
same age", eternal immortality" that since ancient times people have worked and 
are still pursuing is just an illusion. The Yen Dieu Tri Association is, in terms of 
magic, a combination of the mind and body, the loving call of the Eternal Mother 
to the human mind. Not only did I show you the law of birth and death, but I also 
gave you that right. As long as the mind realizes that, it will get rid of all selfish 
greed and become wise. Then the mind and body will coordinate easily and create 
great power. It is at that time that the three powers will unite, ie the mother 
teaches the three Cu- Tac-Sang to seek the way. 


Now we discuss another strange phenomenon in the practice of initiation: the 
night of October 14-15 in the year of the Tiger (November 18, 1926) was the night 
of the inauguration of the sanctuary in Tu Lam Tu. In front of a large number of 
French-Vietnamese guests, something happened: Mr. Le The Vinh and Ms. Vuong 
Thanh Chi went to the field, called themselves Te Thien Dai Thanh and Buddha 
Quan Am, and danced together to make the atmosphere of the ceremony lively.

According to dualistic reasoning, a great path that enlightens all beings on this 
planet 68 - a religion with a time range of up to seven billion years, was personally 
opened by the lord of the universe and in just one year. In a short time that has 
attracted a large number of devotees and at the same time attracted all the 
attention of the public - the initiation ceremony must be and must be an event of 
paramount importance. Everyone who attends the ceremony, whether believers or 
non-believers, wants to see some magical phenomenon. Believers are proud of 
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everyone; pagans satisty their curiosity. From there, the detractors will decrease, 
creating conditions for a strong development. The teacher is "God" and the 
disciples are the wise men. What a great faith! But that majestic and majestic castle 
of faith collapsed easily because of a fatal hammer blow. Magic is here? The two 
mediums danced and uttered derogatory statements. The Cao Dai religion turned 
out to be a guy's shadow, superstitious nonsense! Believers carry a wound that is 
hard to heal, infidels snap their fingers and sneer. That situation, whether you 
want it or not, is already a reality and has gone down in history. The specific 
immediate consequence is that the Venerable Nhu Nhan, who volunteered to 
donate the temple as the first sanctuary, a profound Buddhist scholar and was 
ordained as Thai Chuong Phap by the Supreme Being, spoke out to ask for the 
pagoda to be restored.

If it's a challenge, it's an unusual challenge. Throughout human history, religions, 
whether in their infancy or in development, have endured severe trials. Countless 
martyrs have used their own blood and bodies to prove their faith. The bishops are 
no exception to this rule. Remember Jesus crying in the desert, “Father! Dad had to 
leave me? “.Buddha Shakyamuni was also envied by those who released drunken 
elephants to kill...etc... But this challenge is often of external origin and is often 


played out so otten that the ancients kept the phrase "High Dao, Magical Survey". 
One can raise doubts here. Why are religions that teach people to be meek and put 
the truth as their ultimate goal? Are humans always cruel, selfish and denying the 
truth? Such a conclusion is somewhat harsh. Because the more you resist, the 
more religion grows and grows stronger. This is another excellent demonstration 
of the law of duality. If there is addition, there will be subtraction, if there is force, 
there will be a reaction. Mankind resists the truth while still yearning for it. Those 
people who killed the religion did not deny the truth, they just fell into the vicious 
circle of the law of treatment. So, in the light of wisdom, that counter- 
phenomenon is just a rule, a profound secret of the Supreme Being when it exists 
as a dharma. 


This third opening of the Dao was different, in addition to external opposition 
such as the suspicion of the colonial government, the inherent resistance of 
outsiders, there was also an internal resistance. Not only are there detractors 
among the believers, but most importantly, the power of the divine. Duc Chi Ton 
once taught: 


"Therefore, I do not give advice out of hate, but without admonition; It is not 
because of love that I do not send the devil to seduce..." 


“These devious schemes are used by My command to test you. I said I let a bunch 
of guinea pigs live with you; it always takes the opportunity to bite you..." 


Obviously, because of his love for mankind, Duc Chi Ton opened the way to save him, 
but it was also Duc Chi Ton who used his divine power to smash his work on the great 
day of initiation. An unprecedented job for any cardinal before. Indeed, the previous 
masters also challenged their disciples, but compared to the incident at Tu Lam Tu of 
Cao Dai religion, it was nothing. People who were desperate for thousands of years of 
diving in the pool of misery, now just a little bit of joy when they meet a small raft, it 
is also time to realize that the raft has no place to hold on. To save or not to save? 
Answering this question is indeed difficult. Because the problem was beyond the 
control of the reasoning mind. 


Now, let's try to look at the above event through a different lens. First of all, the crux 
of the matter is trust. Because of faith, people come to Duc Chi Ton. Because of their 
thirst for truth, when they heard the coming of the Supreme Being, the Cao Dai 
forebears abandoned their homes and gave up an ordinary life according to the noble 
calling. However, most of us follow Duc Chi Ton because we want to be "supported" 
so that our family can do well, or "bless a blessing" so that our relatives' families are 
healthy. Thinking like that is really pitiful, childish, but it's a fact. Sometimes I calm 
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need to do? The answer is probably quite surprising to us: Because we are not 
satisfied with our current life. The unsatisfactory present motivates people to seek 
out the satisfying outside of the present. So I go looking for what is pleasing, not 
God! The pleasing and the unsatisfactory is our little self. We believe in ourselves, not 
in God. At Tu Lam Tu Duc Chi Ton broke this fake cover. While everyone who 
attended the ceremony had some super powerful image of God in their heads, the 
Supreme Being showed a strange medium image. This act is the most powerful 
affirmation, that the God you come up with is only you. The great thing you think and 
the trivial thing you see are the same thing. So, children, follow the example of the 
teacher, stretch out your hands to break the illusion, that is, break yourself, then you 
will be able to find the truth. Smashing oneself is a painful act that ordinary people 
would never dare to think about. But that is the secret method of the harsh testing 
method. That is the path to faith after the false belief is completely destroyed. In that 
state the question "Who is the Supreme Being?" There is only one real answer. 


In the end, the question is, do you have the courage and strength to break yourself? 
People are afraid of this. Break that beautiful shell and then how to face yourself: a 
mean, miserable, greedy, cruel person. But if not, how can a person with that mess of 
bad baggage be able to set out to find the Truth, the Tathagata, or the Supreme 
Being? How does the fake merge with the real thing? The moral lesson is here. If you 
want to believe in the Supreme Being, you must overcome all mediocrity. That pure 
and unblemished faith is the faith needed to come to the Supreme Being. 


Those days of initiation have passed, for some it has flowed quietly like a river, for 
others it has been unnaturally thunderous. As for inferences from seeing, hearing, 
tasting, smelling, touching, and thinking, the Dharma opening brings paradoxical 
phenomena that are difficult to understand. As for the secret method, everything is 
predestined in the heavenly apparatus. It is not by chance that there is a place in Tay 
Ninh, a peaceful West, a Western land of ecstasy, to set up Bach Ngoc Kinh material 
oriented for people. It is not by chance that there was the first disciple named Chieu 
(calling), the first Congregationalist named Trung (in the middle), and Phap Hoa, 
who holds the power of the Dharma named Cong Tac (the starting point). determines 
the operation of the apparatus). The Dharma is reality, it's frames, it's lists, it's dead. 
The secret is surreal, is infinite, is without trace, is living. And people even discussed 
and reasoned about it to infinity. 


B-Spiritual Way of Life 
All Cao Dai friends know the phrase Eternal Sacred Way. This is one of the issues that 


need attention of Cao Dai practitioners and also a matter of life and death of a human 
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the living realm. For example, about heaven, hell, etc. This phrase appears in the 
suttas for the dead, and the sutras for the dead are composed of sequential suttas 
constituting a story about the path of the gods. The soul must go after death to return 
to the Supreme Being. But the most important and most special are the sermons of 
His Holiness the Dharma Protector on the Sacred Way of Life, starting from August 
13, Mau Ty (September 16, 1948) until March 30 of the Ox (April 27). 1949). The 
reason why Dharmapala's sermon is so special is because in the sutras, The 
information about The Sacred Way of Life is penned and read by everyone as an 
unfamiliar guidebook full of confusing terms. On the contrary, the Dharma Protector 
was opened by the Supreme Being, and returned to the Supreme Being and told his 
story, so his story was an experience. Therefore, the Divine Way of Life of the 
Dharma Protector is not only explained more fully but also describes the feeling of a 
close-knit Pham Cong Tac. 


** Monadism is a special state distinct from the one after death. It is a state acquired 
while still alive. To get to that state must go through purification, that is to enter the 
third path of the great path. This is an extremely difficult path and as Duc Chi Ton 
taught “ Whoever can do it deserves to come before the Supreme . It was because of 
such difficulty that the Supreme Being gave grace to the Dharma Protector so that he 
could reveal a little about this secret to his followers. Thus, the Supreme Being 
fulfilled his promise that "if you want to save thousands of souls, you must show the 
treasure, not hide it anymore". In his moral sermons, Dharma Protector repeatedly 
repeated the sentence " The poor Dao tries to get the children of Duc Chi Ton to have a 
treasure in his hand so that one day he can find a way to gain the Dao ". 


*** Thus, the Eternal Sacred Way is not simply a story of a person returning from far 
away telling what he has seen and heard, but a treasure to help gain the Way. So the 
hidden meaning of that happy story is really of great importance in the Cao Dai 
teachings as well as Genesis in the bible and the stories told by Shakyamuni Buddha. 
To understand the Divine Way of Life is to win the world. Hence the question of how 
to be posed here. As stated above, understanding the Sacred Way of Life is to 
experience and apply in life, that is, to find the way to attain the Way. It is impossible 
to understand to satisfy curiosity to know what is in heaven. Nor can it be understood 
to compare with scientific hypotheses. Comparing or satisfying what you want to 
know is not a state of attainment. 


**** However, hearing, reading and understanding the Divine Way of Life is not an 
easy task. Listening, reading, understanding the Divine Way of Life is not an outside 
act, because each individual is on the Eternal Divine Path, the path of reincarnation 
that mankind has walked countless times. many times. However, when listening to 


the description of Duc Hoa Phap, I still feel bewildered and strange. I heard about 
myself but still felt strange. Every familiarity is an exciting new discovery. The 
difficulty lies in that paradox. Listening, reading, and understanding the Divine Way 
of Life must be an act of self- infiltration, that is, discovering ourselves, not looking 
for something strange. In short, to read and understand the Divine Way of Life is to 
walk it with a spirit ready to accept all paradoxes. 


***** The Sacred Way of Living, introduced by His Holiness the Dharma 
Protectorate, begins with a holy temple, passes through many palaces and palaces, 
and ends at Bach Ngoc Kinh. The following sections will be presented in turn in that 
order. 


STOPS ONLY 


*Start 


Every soul in this world, when leaving the body, must gather at the temple and then 
go to another realm. Entering the holy temple means entering Hiep Thien Dai to go to 
Cung Dao. If you want to enter the Palace, you have to go through Cuu Trung Dai. 
When he arrived at Cung Dao, he looked up and did not see the Ba Quai Dai anymore, 
but saw a vast space. I have entered the Sacred Way of Living.(Excerpt and edited)

To enter the holy temple, you must first enter Hiep Thien Dai. Please also note that 
when worshiping at the holy temple, the dignitaries Hiep Thien Dai also entered 
before the dignitaries Cuu Trung Dai. That is, entering the Taoist door must be by 
consciousness, not by body. When standing outside the holy temple, that is, in real 
life, you will see the statues of Mr. Good and Mr. Evil. This is the implication: in real 
life, people live in dualistic reasoning, there is right - there is wrong, there is good - 
there is evil. Our lives depend entirely on these two things. Only by running after the 
right, eliminating the wrong can we humans survive. Surely none of us would think 
that jumping into the fire would survive, for example. But there is an obvious 
paradox that for millions of years, people have pursued good and removed evil, yet 
the two are still blatantly equal. Good still cannot erase evil. Only "die" or enter the 
religion, enter the holy temple, then good and evil will end their impact. So when we 
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that is, in the Tao, the duality of good and evil is equal. 


As for "living", but in real life, that is, standing outside the temple, the eradication of 
evil or the realization of justice is just an illusion. Justice and love are not real while 
"alive", but those two concepts only come true when walking through the door of the 
temple, that is, getting rid of external right and wrong. The line between life and 
religion is very clear. Outside of the religion, we must distinguish between good and 
evil, accept duality in order to exist. Entering the path must eliminate good and evil 
(ie dualistic reasoning), in order to make a commitment to love and justice with the 
Supreme Being. In other words, love - justice is only real when the mind is no longer 
reasoned. For example, when rushing into a dangerous place to save someone you 
love too much, in that fleeting moment. , thinking right and wrong completely 
disappeared. When true love and justice appear, The three loves of Joy and Ai Lac 
sprouted like three snake heads rising above the Ne Huong Palace of the Dharma 
Protector. It is not suppressing anger that will make it go away; If you don't want it 
anymore, you'll stop wanting it; If you don't hate, you will love; no longer sad, will be 
happy; Only true love of people can have Joy Ai Lac (boundless joy) and at the same 
time suppress the four emotions of Unhappiness (sadness, jealousy, anger, and 
excessive desire). With such a state, only the cultivator can pass the Cuu Trung Dai 
and enter the Cung Dao. 


From Hiep Thien Dai, to go to Cung Dao, you have to go through Cuu Trung Dai. This 
is a very difficult road. The path of the mind works with the body to create the 
breakthrough necessary to enter the Ray of the Way. Each stage of the Cuu Trung Dai 
is a test of the divine beings, a salvation of the nine female Buddhas, and a prayer of 
the souls of all levels. Why is the salvation of the nine female Buddhas needed? 
Because Cuu Trung Dai symbolizes that the body is under the authority of the Creator 
Thien Palace of the Buddha Mother (with the help of the nine female Buddhas). In 
fact, although the mind and body interact, the body has a stronger pull. The body also 
operates according to its own law, that is, the law of the Creator - the law of birth and 
death. Let's eat, wear, get sick, get sick, enjoy. The mind has to find a way to protect 
the body's existence, even becoming a slave to the body. Therefore, Sometimes the 
brain has to resort to deep intrigues, poisons and then cause crimes. Going through 
Cuu Trung Dai is to use the brain to pull the body, orient the body to return to the 
palace. To be like that, you have to train your brain to be as strong as the symbol of 
the Dharma protector wearing armor. When reaching the palace, the mind has gone 
all the way to death. That is, reason is now wisdom after a miserable screening 
process. 


Now, wisdom stands in front of the bow, looking up does not see the Bagua Dai 


anymore but sees the vast universe, that is: I am present on the Eternal Sacred Way. 
Thus, the world of birth and death, the living cultivator, is only one look away from 
the Eternal Divine Realm: the view with the wisdom eye . Hue label is the symbol of 
the celestial eye on the Bat Quai Dai. 


What is the vision by Hue Eye? It's not a common sight as we see it. That is, there 
must be an image through the eye, transmitted to the brain, then compared with the 
images stored in memory and then concluded what the image is, familiar or strange? 
Only now will we know that we "see". For example, I look at a rope, and remember 
the last time I saw someone touch it and get an electric shock. I conclude: it is a 
dangerous wire. We all see and “see” that way. The process is very fast and it is 
difficult to see that we have compared and concluded. Seeing like this is the process 
of birth and death. There is the beginning of "seeing", the ending of "seeing". The 
vision with the clairvoyant eye is different. I suddenly "see" the whole thing. I am in 
things, not comparing, not “seeing” anything. Like the description of the Dharma 
Protector "Looking up, seeing the universe, I have entered the Sacred Way of Life .” A 
sudden sight . In the blink of an eye, you and the Eternal Sacred Way are one. If you 
want to have a view of the wisdom eye, you must go from Hiep Thien Dai across Cuu 
Trung Dai to Cung Dao, that is, you must demonstrate the Cao Dai dharma. With that 
view, the Divine Way of Living opens up anywhere in the world we live in. 


How to express Caodaism dharma? The Cao Dai Dharma is multifaceted because Duc 
Chi Ton is for all ethnicities and all levels. Everyone who comes to the Holy Temple 
looks and sees different dharmas. No dharma is "better" or "higher" than another, 
the question is, is it suitable for each individual, and will that individual be able to 
practice it for the rest of his life? However, Duc Hoa Phap offers three paths for 
cultivators to temporarily study with orientation: 


. Follow the Cuu Trung Dai church to make merit. 

. Follow the Phuoc Thien church to establish virtue. 

. Gotothe holy house to practice. 

4Now consider the first method, that is, according to the Cuu Trung Dai church. 


Cuu Trung Dai symbolizes the body, which is life. According to the Cuu Trung Dai 
church, it means following people to help, teach, and bring them into the "religious 
path". According to the New Law Chanh Truyen, the Cuu Trung Dai church has the 
following levels: 


Administration desk (Chairman, Deputy Administrator, Information) 


Birthday 
Catholics 
Professor 
Coordinator 
Chief Coordinator 
Master's Head 
Dharma Master 
Church 


Judging by the names of the ranks, it is clear that you must correct yourself according 
to the new names to help or educate people. First of all, you have to adjust everything 
to be stable, that is, to fix yourself and take care of your family to be stable. Then 
there is the study of rituals, the methods of communication in society. Only then can 
you make friends with everyone. If you make a true friend, then you can become 
everyone's teacher. If these masters know how to harmonize with each other, they 
will govern the religion. If you have power, you will hold all the rules. At that time, he 
was the "big brother" of the world. That is, on behalf of the Great Father to guide 
them on the Sacred Way of Life. 


The Cuu Trung Dai path is a way of intimate contact with the surrounding society, 
borrowing society to cultivate oneself. Therefore, studying according to this method 
does not mean escaping from the world, going to the high mountains and deserted 
forests. Cultivators still live in the middle of the world, using life as an example to 
correct themselves and work to make life perfect. It is difficult to do so, because life is 
diverse and ready to swallow the small individual. 


The Cuu Trung Dai path is also not a self-centered path. Because a cultivator must 
correct himself so that he can help others, not because of his rank or because he 
hopes that someday he will enter the "religious path". Only when we completely 
forget ourselves for the sake of others will that behavior be meaningful. 


In short, the path of Cuu Trung Dai is the way to train the will and at the end of the 
road is the view of Hue Eye. That is the starting step on the Living Sacred Path of 
consciousness. 


* Stage one 


With Hue Eyes, we enter the first stage of the journey. It is the sacred Bagua Dai. 
According to the description of the Dharma Protector, the sacred Bagua Dai is like a 
cylinder with eight doors. The upper floor emits eight rays of light, in which the 
Eight-Quality Chan Soul (matter, herbs, animals, humans, gods, saints, fairies, and 
buddhas) follows and flies into space. The lower floor also has eight doors with eight 
rays of light, but coming from eight directions. We can temporarily think of the 
upper floor as the exit, the lower floor as the entrance. Going back is going to the 
lower floor. When souls return, they will encounter two principal miracles: 


Souls who do good in the world are merged into these auras into the Bat Quai 
Dai, otherwise, they will fall to Bich Hai and become strangely black. 


There are souls in the world who do what we think is against the true Dharma of 
the Supreme Being and still pass Bich Hai as usual. Duc Ho Phap cited the case of 
Mr. Vuong Quan Ky. 


The first miracle makes us think of the Nai Ha bridge in the ancient law, below are all 
wild animals. Now the fallen souls will no longer be bitten, but only wickedly 
disfigured. Usually, it is easy for us to reason that if so, there is nothing to fear. When 
I was alive, I kept doing bad things. In fact, on the living spiritual plane there are no 
physical pains. Phap Phap stated that the oddly deformed Bich Hai fall was just a 
symbol. The scary thing here is not being able to enter the sacred Bagua Dai, so you 
won't be able to continue on the Sacred Way of Life. For Hue Eyes, this is the terrible 
mental pain. 


The second miracle: this is where the dualistic crisis of consciousness is resolved. 
But the act of not being able to confirm right and wrong in this world will end here 
through the symbol of Vuong Quan Ky walking across the bridge. The crown is a 
colorful form that can only be worn on the shoulders. The naked, honest man has 
accomplished what perhaps a falsehood would terrify: enter the sacred Bagua Dai. 


Ultimately, the eight auras that bridge Bich Hai are the bridges of faith. Faith of 
what? And where does that faith come from? That faith is believing in yourself. I 
have fulfilled my human duty in the world. In order to have this confidence, one 
must be honest without any pretense, and resolutely fulfill his duty until the end of 
his life. The soul who is confident that he has fulfilled humanity is not afraid when 
he crosses the bridge, straight into the place where the universe operating 
machine of the Supreme Being is moving. Entering the Ba Quai Dai, the true souls 
also witnessed another miracle. That is to go to a station called Minh Canh Dai to 
review his own behavior in life. At the same time, that place is also the Court of the 
Three Religions and the one who condemns us is ourselves. This is something 


special. This action is not possible in the conscious world. Because the inherent 
action of consciousness is dualistic, there is an excuse for sin. I'm guilty, but 
because... be... That's common sense in this world. At the Three Religions Court, I 
condemned myself with wisdom, so there was no excuse. I blame myself, that's all. 
Absolutely no emotion, no sympathy. After determining the crime, the soul also 
determines the penalty frame and the time to serve the sentence, that is, when 
they will come to earth to atone for their sins. After that, the true souls leave the 
sacred Ba Quai Dai to other realms. that is, when will come to earth to atone for 
sins.

* Second leg 


In addition to the Bagua Dai, the true souls also come to the Milky Way, the place 
of those who end their lives out of despair. Under the Milky Way is the Bat Nha 
boat of Bodhisattva Avalokitesvara, bringing souls across the shore. 


Humans in the world are always driven by desires. I want a stable long term job. I 
want houses. I want my children to do well in school... All of these desires stem 
from a single wish: the desire to live. This desire is not evil in itself and is the 
common desire of all beings. Animals also know how to run away from danger. The 
branches also know how to reach out to the light to carry out the process of 
photosynthesis. It is the desire to live that has created the differences between 
individuals and individuals, between individuals and society, and between society 
and society. It is the same desire - the desire to be safe and secure - that drives 
people to move forward into what is called civilization today. The successive 
desires have made people miserable because they have to work hard to find ways to 
satisfy them. The more civilized the society, The more complex the social 
relationships between people and people, the more sophisticated are the possible 


ways of satisfying desires. The important thing is that desires are not always easily 
satisfied. I have a lot of possessions, a lot of money, but I can't teach you a spoiled, 
squandered son. I won a lawsuit, but I couldn't stop my hat from leaving because I 
had to pay for the court hearings... Then I was disappointed, troubled, and then, 
running after another will, hoping Forget sadness. Sometimes the new will is an 
irrational one, like the end of all wills. I exterminate sex" I went to the temple, I 
left home, cut love. Then it is also the will, the sex, no matter how much I reason. 
Sometimes my disappointment is so great, so terrible, so sad, that I want to end 
my life. Do like that, I hope to end all desires, and at the same time end all 
suffering. The Dharma Protector illustrated this with the example of people who 
were so disappointed in their love for each other that they committed suicide, 
having to go to the Milky Way to cry and wait for the Bat Nha boat to cross to the 
other side. 


Indeed, in this world, an individual's desires come to an end when that 
individual's life ceases to exist. And it seems that is the only way to end all wishes. 
But in the scene of the Eternal Divine, these miserable people could not cross the 
Ngan River. Only those who truly love can be taken by Quan Am to cross the river 
by Bat Nha boat. The Ngan River is the obstacle to all desires, the utter agony of 
despair, the dividing line between the gloomy earthly world and the wonderfully 
happy Eternal Divine realm. Crossing the Ngan River cannot be done by desire but 
by true love. That is, we must prepare ourselves and then use the means of wisdom 
(the Bat Nha boat) and the navigator is listening (Avalokitesvara Bodhisattva). 
Listening will open up wisdom, then wisdom helps us to "break the bank", that is, 
to go to the other side of suffering. In short, Those who suffer because of despair 
have faced suffering with reason, so there is a way to separate suffering and 
happiness. This barrier cannot be removed with dualistic suicide. So they still have 
to wait at the bank of the Ngan River. Thought should also remind, in the Cao Dai 
religion, people who commit suicide are not taken to the cemetery by Bat Nha boat. 


So the point here is to listen to gain wisdom. Listening is a very meaningful act. 
That is the Dharma door, the key to unlocking wisdom. But listen to what? The 
phrase Avalokitesvara has clearly indicated the object of listening: hearing all the 
sounds of the world, a word, a song, a bird flapping its wings... And how to listen? 
This is an important question because it reveals the dualistic process going on in 
the mind of the aspirant. I want a way to listen. I did it that way and waited until I 
was tired. So I still want results, I still want an ending, I'm just like the other 
suicide. So what should I do in the end? “How” now becomes too important. 
Wisdom becomes such a glorious victory station that it overshadows even 
listening. Wisdom is the finger, what is heard is the moon. Now the finger pointing 
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cross the river anymore.

Now, if I ask a question with all my vitality: "Can it sound any different? Listen to 
understand the guts of the speaker, understand what he has said and has not said? 
. Asking such urgent questions without an answer, without expecting a result, is a 
first step out of the entanglement of duality, is to venture into the unknown, is to 
move oneself into the realm of the unknown. beginningless, endless, is hearing 
without hearing. Only then can we pass through the Milky Way in the living divine 
realm, that is, complete the second leg. 


* Stage three 


Get out of the Bagua Dai, cross the Milky Way to the Palace of Dieu Tri - Create 
Thien. 


Entering Dieu Tri Palace, the true souls first meet the Buddha Mother. The miracle 
here is that every soul when meeting the Buddha Mother will see the image of the 
mother who gave birth to them in the world. This is a great symbol of affection. 
Humanity has created countless works of art to celebrate the love of a mother, who 
endured so much pain to give life to her child. Then sacrifice everything for the 
children without waiting for the return. That love transcends all false mediocrity. 
It may not be an exaggeration to say that it is the only unselfish love in this world. 
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arduous son in the world. No need to say more, anyone can imagine how great that 
happiness is! And how painful it would be if in this world I mistakenly did 
something unfilial to my mother. 


The mother in the world sacrifices everything for her children. Whatever I have, I 
will never regret with you; what's not there, I'm running around worrying so that I 
won't be inferior to others. The source of that great love is the Buddha Mother, the 
divine Mother of the universe. The sacred mother also sacrifices for her children 
like that, so when we return to Dieu Tri Cung - the cradle of great maternal love - 
Buddha Mother with boundless power also gives us what we want. The Dharma 
Protector said about this simply: "In Dieu Tri Palace, you get whatever you want".

Finally, before leaving Dieu Tri Cung, the souls will be invited to a banquet called 
naturalization. Naturalization means: to be officially recognized as part of a 
population; therefore have all rights and obligations equal to all other individuals. 
After the banquet, the souls officially entered the living divine realm. This dharma 
has been presented in the world through the Yen Dieu Tri Festival that no one 
knows about Cao Dai practitioners. The procedure of eating peaches and drinking 
fairy wine is an implication. Peach is a sacred food to nourish the spiritual body. 
Fairy wine symbolizes qi or brain. The spiritual body combined with the spiritual 
mind can be naturalized. Then the mortal body must also coordinate with the 
mortal mind to transcend space and time and merge with the infinity. In other 
Words, it is refining Qi. 


We recall the funny story of the opening day: Mr. AAA told Mr. Cu - Tac - Sang to 
make a vegetarian feast for the Buddha Mother and the Nine Goddesses. After that, 
the Buddha Mother taught his father to seek the way of heaven. The three men 
represent Hiep Thien Dai, which is Qi - the semi-visible part of the human being. 
The Buddha Mother and the Nine Immortals are the power of life. Vegetarian food 
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to seek the way, that is, to gasify God. In addition, it is worth mentioning a small 
interesting detail that is also quite important: when Mr. Pham Cong Tac asked Mr. 
AAA if he had seen the Buddha Mother and the Nine Virgins, the answer was yes. 
But when he asked the Mother Buddha and the Nine Immortals if he had seen him, 
the answer was no - because he used stealth. 


It is clear that vitality has a law of its own and is separate from spirituality. Life 
goes on forever: birth, growth, aging, and death. It is Hiep Thien Dai who is the 
link between those two parts, as well as the three Cu-Tac-Sangs who are 
mediators for Duc Chi Ton and Buddha Mother. After attending the vegetarian 
party, Tinh turned into Qi. When Qi has prospered, it is up to heaven to seek the 
way, that is, to unite with God or to return to the Supreme Being. Returning to the 
Supreme Being is not the end but a beginning. Man passes out of the cycle of life 
and death to enter another cycle of life and death, that is, to continue walking on 
the spiritual path of life. 


Now, from Dieu Tri Cung, the cradle of life, souls are ready to enter the boundless 
realm. 


* Stage four 


Let's follow the description of the Dharma Protector to stop at Hiep Thien Hanh 
Hoa Palace - the residence of Tam Tran Oi Nghiem and the perfect ones.

Next, try to discuss the symbol of Tam Tran Oai Nghiem. It is the image of Duc Ly 
Giao Tong, Bodhisattva Avalokitesvara and Quan Thanh De Quan. At the opening of 
the third period, Duc Chi Ton used the personalities of the three people mentioned 
above to teach people: this is the period when relationships in human society in 
globe 68 are affected by extremely complicated influences. Therefore, it is very 
difficult for people to maintain perfect piety. So in order to both survive in the 
physical world and keep the moral spirit in order to finally return to the Supreme 
Being, people should take the spirit of Tam Tran as the standard. Dao and Life are 
no longer separate, a monk and a person who often rolls in life, anyone who 
maintains their piety according to the standards of Tam Tran can Hiep Thien Hanh 
Hoa. 


There is also another interesting point. The Dharma Protector witnessed the 
debate between the perfect and the non-religious spirits. Why does this debate 
take place in Hiep Thien Hanh Hoa and not other signs? Cung Hiep Thien Hanh 
Hoa is a place of inference, a place of victory and defeat. The Dharma Protector 
tells stories of perfect beings explaining to unbelieving spirits even though they 
use all sorts of arguments, even odd ones, to refute religions. There are also spirits 
who follow a certain religion but do not gain the religion and also raise questions. 
The endless debate in Hiep Thien Hanh Hoa is a reminder that there is such a 
tragic comedy in the world where humans live. To follow a religion or not to follow 
a religion, believing or not believing are only two sides of the same coin. Believe is 
coBelieve it or not, believe it or notThe important issue in Hiep Thien Hanh Hoa is 
not that but "perfect degree". To follow a religion or not to follow a religion does 
not matter. How we live in the world is important. Cung Hiep Thien Hanh Hoa is a 
place that cannot be without because without debates, there can be no Hiep Thien. 
Just like the dualistic reasoning of people is very important, because that is the 
place of unity with the Supreme Being. Without dualism, it is impossible to have 
fellowship with the Supreme Being. Without Dou-Yi, it is impossible to find traces 
of Tai Chi. But the heaven and earth hammock of dualism is very multi-faceted, it 
flies around, throwing fire everywhere. Right and wrong have no truth anymore 
but incarnate to infinity. How many enlightened beings have suggested measures 
to hold it still, in order to find the throne of Tai Chi, but the causes still go around 
the old way and refuse to turn back. Because, woefully, every measure falls into a 
tangled duality. At this point, everyone will probably ask the question: So what 
should we do? Asking that question honestly is the starting point of wisdom, the 
primordial flash of Tai Chi. But if there is an answer, then beware, the process of 
doubt has worked before the answer. So don't answer, probe, listen to the question 
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Palace to continue walking on the spiritual path of life. is the primordial lightning 
of Tai Chi.

Let's give an example. I believe in the Supreme Being, so I see myself as different 
from someone who doesn't believe so.

If I had studied Buddhism a little, I would have told myself: conflict is not 
good because it is duality. Then I tried to be normal with that person. But in my 
heart, the otherness of that person is still there, forever appearing as long as I 
meet that person. Sometimes we ask a question: Why am I different from that 
person ? Do we ever think about it to the end? Someday suddenly we will * see ? 
and * understand " that I andhe is no different. At that time, it will be the moment 
when the heavens and the heavens meet, so that the wisdom energy will explode 
with a thunderbolt, open the mystical door, and reach the thirty-sixth heavens. 


* Stage five 


Regarding Ngoc Hu Palace, it is not only the expectation of Cao Dai followers but 
also the desire of all ethnic groups. Returning to Ngoc Hu Palace to meet the 
Supreme Being, to face the absolute truth has been the urge for millions of years 
for thinking creatures. People use all kinds of nouns to call: heaven, ecstasy, 
afterlife... Anyway, it's still the same place. Because of the many variations of 
nouns, when standing in front of Ngoc Hu Palace, each person sees a different 
shape, which means seeing what they want to see. This is not strange! If the Baby 
Lord of the African people was a black, curly-haired child, then the god of a dying 
ethnic group in the deep forest could also be some strange figure. 


But when entering Ngoc Hu Cung, everything becomes strange. First of all, there is 
no more language. The spirits here communicate by thought. In this overcrowded 
population on planet 68, language has become too important, too complex. 
Language is expressed in many ways, mainly verbally. Words are tools of thought, 
not thought itself, so it only partially expresses thoughts. It can be said that 
language is a distorted shadow of thought. Speech, when communicated to others, 
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personality, and personal preferences. When someone and I talk about a beautiful 
sunset, no matter how much we sympathize, the sunset is different. Even among 
two people watching together, the sunset of “ I ” is still different from the sunset 
of “T”.you ". Humans will live as artificially as long as people use verbal language 
to communicate. The language absent in Ngoc Hu Cung is not an isolated state, not 
communicating, but it is thought that performs the role of true communication - a 
communication without barriers, without "belief", not " letter " . , no "I", no "he", 
no care about right and wrong words, high and low, no questions and answers 
because the question is the answer. That communication is the structure of Ngoc 
Hu Cung. 


The next strange thing is that there is no hierarchy of Gods, Saints, Fairies, 
Buddhas... but only sacred clans. No high or low hierarchy is the idea of absolute 
equality. There can be no equality in the world. Hierarchy promotes human 
progress and also causes human suffering. Humanity must progress, because that 
is the law of the phenomenal world. Jade Void Palace is the concept of the ultimate 
place, so there is no need for progress, so there is no hierarchy. Equality in Ngoc 
Hu palace is not enough, there must be another factor that is the sacred clan. If 
there is only mere equality, then that reality falls apart, there must be a sacred clan 
as the connection. 


What is a sacred family? Spirits at the beginning of their lives everywhere in the 
universe have close relatives. Those close relatives were all from the sacred family. 
The more times in the first life, the larger the sacred clan. Well then, all over the 
universe are close relatives. The concept of "opposition", "enemy" was erased in 
this sacred place. In the world, the more I cheat, the more people I win, the more 
embarrassed I am when I return to Ngoc Hu Palace when I see those people again. 
That regret was so great that I asked for an immediate death to atone for my 
mistake. And so I had to postpone going on the spiritual path of living. This is the 


greatest misfortune of the spirits. 


Ngoc Hu Palace has the structure of absolute equality and the relationship is love 
of flesh and blood. Therefore, entering the holy temple - the symbol of Ngoc Hu 
palace in the world - people see the statue of Tam Thanh - symbolizing the sacred 
family - signing a treaty of justice and love with the Supreme Being. This is the 
nature of Ngoc Hu Palace that the divine beings still teach to the students. 


In such a special realm, the true souls come face-to-face with the Supreme Being. 
According to the description of Dharma Protector, souls will encounter three 
symbols: Jade Emperor God - the lord of the universe, Dai Tu Father - the father 
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Confucianism-Mah-jun-master that the Supreme Being used to educate his 
children in the lower three transitions. Duc Chi Ton has no form. It is man who 
creates his form. Because for consciousness, "formless" is incomprehensible. 
Therefore, when he came to him, three general-master-forms appeared for the 
souls to grasp. It is also the model of the social order that humans must follow if 
they want to survive. 


The symbol of the Eastern military master-master has a very special emotional 
and rational nature. 


Being a father is the first step in establishing a destiny, the foundation of society. 
This doesn't just mean taking care of their children enough to eat and clothe. You 
must also be a moral model that leaves a deep mark on your children's minds. You 
are both a model of discipline and a deep understanding to help me enter that 
program. 


He not only imparts knowledge and experience, but also serves as an example to 
society with a sincere heart that wishes for his disciples to fly higher than 
themselves. 


The monarch is not just a symbol of supremacy. That power must be based on the 
love that the ancients called "loving people like their own children". 


Those three things are the golden mold that everyone wants to pursue to create an 
ideal stable society. Experience has shown that doing the opposite will lead to dire 
consequences. An evil selfless father will never build a stable family. In a society 
with so many fathers, there is no question what happens. That truth does not need 
to be proved by a superior philosophical system or by a great man. It's a touchy 
thing, but it's hard to achieve. People, regardless of society, have long followed 
this pattern. In that pattern, love and reason are at odds at every level. If love is not 
rational, society will fall; if reason is lacking in love, the relationship between 
people will become cruel. Dao has no life without power, life without religion has 
no power. Ngoc Hu Palace, where Lord Chi Ton resides,

After the Jade Void Palace, the True Souls set out for the Ultimate Bliss World. But 
first, let's watch the clash between Dharma Protector and Kim Quan Su. 


Who is Kim Quan Su, how is his power? Through holy words, he was a great fairy 
whose power was so great that: 


"Nine Grades of Gods respect me, 
Shakyamuni is difficult to reconcile. 

The door of the White Jade Sutra is frequented, 
The Western Way tests right and wrong. 
Only stone turns to gold with such a mouth, 
Hanging the sword of wisdom urges prosperity. 
Pretend to be biased with your feet, 
Winning and defeating mortals like that!" 


Life is diverse, it is a synthesis of tendencies and thoughts. It all comes down to 
dualistic consciousness. The Bagua is also a combination of yin and yang. The 
state-of-the-art PC, beyond the reach of ordinary people, also begins with 
opening and closing electrical circuits. If the Supreme Being opens a living sacred 
path for all souls to follow, he also allows Kim Quan Su to block the way. It is that 
fiery confrontation that is the engine that drives the heavenly machinery to rotate. 


The power of Kim Quan Su is formidable. However, that power is not unlimited. 
The Supreme Being once taught: " Even my name he dares to borrow, only my throne 
does not dare to sit ". Names are callable, that is, they only appear in the realm of 
consciousness. The throne of the Supreme Being is Tai Chi, which is absolute. In 
the realm of consciousness, Dai Tien Kim Quan Su has the right to borrow the 
name of Duc Chi Ton, so he swings horizontally and vertically, making even the 
nine products of the gods because the nine gods are also in the category of names. 
Only when ten thousand souls unite, when they absolutely come to the throne, 
when the dualistic consciousness no longer agitated, that is, when the Supreme 
Being ascended to the throne, Kim Quan Su had to give up, because Kim Quan Su 
did not dare to sit on the throne . .To put it simply, Kim Quan Su is only available in 
the realm of consciousness with the same power as the Supreme Being. In the 
absolute realm, the Kim Quan messenger does not exist. 


Now we return to the mythical war. Phap Phap obeyed Chi Ton's orders to open 
world bliss and was blocked by Kim Quan Su. At that moment, Duc Quyen Cong 
Tong appeared and fought with Kim Quan Su. The more people Kim Quan Su 
transforms, the more spiritual beings in the religion jump out to help fight. The 
scale of the war gradually increased until it became unimaginable. The Dharma 
Protector was so tired that he fell asleep. By the time he awoke for the third time, 


the battle was not over. At this point, Ho Phap decided to get involved. He 
transformed into two people, one continued to observe, the other flew into the air. 
An important note here is that two people have the same thoughts, one and two, 
two and one. The person who flew up did not use Kim Quang Tien to draw a circle, 
immediately the war shrank, until only Duc Quyen Cong Tong and Kim Quan Su 
remained. 


The story, if heard carelessly, resembles the fairy tale of the demons that appear 
everywhere in this east. But the implication of the story is not simple at all. 
Dharma protector is consciousness. The Dharma Protector obeys the Supreme 
Being to open the World of Ultimate Bliss, which means Consciousness is driven by 
an invisible force to seek happiness. This seems obvious. No living organism will 
seek self-destruction if that individual perceives it to be a place of destruction. For 
us advanced beings - humans - if we decide to self-destruct, it is only because we 
want to find something more satisfying. 


If you set out to find happiness, there will be difficulties and obstacles, ie meeting 
Kim Quan Su. But fighting with Kim Quan Su is Quyen Cong Tong, not Dharma 
Protector. The right of the Congregation to govern the Cuu Trung Dai. Cuu Trung 
Dai symbolizes the flesh. The struggle therefore takes place only on the material 
level, that is, on the phenomenal plane. Consciousness is an entity that stands by 
its own war. Consciousness sleeping and then waking up three times, is the 
makeover to see the truth clearly. When the consciousness wants to fight, the 
physical coordination is the spirit of the union. Consciousness is then neither two, 
nor one, nor dualistic, nor single. Kim Quan Tien reveals the truth, or wisdom 
throws transparent light into things and sees things as the truth .. Matter and 
obstacles are one, happiness and suffering are one, Duc Quyen Cong Tong and Kim 
Quan Su are one. At that time the body has overcome the darkness of suffering. The 
path of world ecstasy has been opened. 


When it reached ecstasy, the world encountered another thought-provoking 
scene. There were many people standing and sitting around waiting. According to 
Phap Hoa's description, the increase has, the custom has. That is, in many 
different ways, according to a religion, a certain belief, practicing or not 
practicing, people can also overcome the challenge of Kim Quan Su to come 
outside the World of Ultimate Bliss. However, it is still not possible to enter 
because there are two spinning pinwheels at the entrance. The Dharma Protector 
used the cockroach to point at the pinwheel to make it stop, showing its original 
shape as a swastika. Taking this opportunity, the waiting people rushed in before 
the swastika continued its vicious cycle. 


Why can't these people, who have conquered the Golden Gate, and have overcome 
suffering, not pass through the gate of World Bliss? Because they still know they 
have won, and know that there is a way to happiness, they are still standing on the 
sidelines of happiness. And the way means there are obstacles. If you overcome 
obstacles to happiness, happiness will recede further. 


The pair of swastikas spinning blindly at the gate of World Ultimate Bliss are 
traces of the movement of the four statues. It is happy , sad , neither happy nor 
sad , and half happy and half sad . Ay are the four main components of 
consciousness, the self or whatever you want to call it. The four statues stopped, 
revealing the truth when the cockroaches pointed at it. The invisible cockroach is 
the internal force of the dharma, which resides in the body of the Dharma 
Protector, ie within the consciousness. It is that internal force that, when 
promoted, can shape the four statues. To be more specific, when a practitioner 
thinks about a certain thing to the very end, to the point of falling into an 
unthinkable situation, at that moment, an inner force arises, pushing the 
consciousness completely into the truth. job. That thing is no longer a hindrance, 
that suffering is no more, eternal happiness is always before the eyes of the seeker. 


As described by the Dharma Protector, the practitioner begins to explore World 
Bliss, that is, encountering boundless joy, encountering what mankind has 
admired for millions of years. Humanity, because it admires it so much, has used 
countless beautiful names to call and define it with all kinds of definitions. So what 
is the world like? That world has only two concepts: Lei Yin Ancient Temple, where 
Amitabha Buddha resides, and inter-stations managed by Maitreya Buddha. 


Before coming to live on their own platform, the true souls will meet Amitabha 
Buddha at the ancient temple of Lei Yin to listen to the sermon. Lei Yin Ancient 
Temple is a concept of place. In my mind - a Vietnamese, it could be a curved, 
mossy pagoda roof, hidden halfway up an unknown mountain. For you - who 
belongs to a certain country, it may be a monastery, a temple with the cultural 
appearance of your people. Regardless, that will be the place where true souls 
listen to Amitabha Buddha preaching the Dharma. Who is Amitabha Buddha? First 
of all, that name means "Infinite Light and Infinite Life Buddha". That is, the 
source of light has no end and lasts forever. That is space and time. I can imagine 
listening to Amitabha Buddha preach as if going to see someone dressed in brown 
or wearing a tattered scarf, with a kind smile on his face. He sits cross-legged on a 
small mat or on a lotus flower and the whole surrounding space is brightly lit. He 
will teach me what to do to become a Buddha, that is, to be like him. Roughly my 
consciousness revolved around the beautiful images it could think of. Is that all? Is 
it possible to hear Amitabha Buddha living in the sacred realm? Actually, it's just a 


concept borrowed from the conceptual world to talk about a concept outside the 
conceptual world. To listen to Amitabha's language is to listen to space and time - 
a work beyond reasoning. That hearing is indescribable, because if it reaches the 
realm of consciousness, that sermon is a thunderous thunder that people who live 
based on dualistic consciousness cannot bear. 


After listening to Amitabha Buddha's sermon, the spiritual soul now understands 
the meaning of space and time, ready to sit on the intercom - his lotus throne. 
How's that lotus? The Dharma Protector described is like the pyramids of Egypt, 
there are also infinitely many steps and countless Buddhas sit on them. In front of 
the interchange is a huge poplar tree, the foliage covers the entire interchange. 


Compared to the Creator of Heaven and the Jade Emperor, this is a monotonous 
world, a lonely realm. At least so according to human dualistic thinking. And if you 
still have dualistic comparison, sitting on that lotus is like climbing the Egyptian 
pyramid to admire the scenery and feel sorry for a faded civilization. The act of 
sitting on a lotus does not mean sitting on a certain place - a gilded throne, for 
example. It is an act of radical liberation. Sitting or sitting means to dominate, to 
rise above. The height of the intercom is endless time. Because if you want to go up 
a level, you have to re- incarnate and then go from material soul, herb soul, animal 
soul, human soul, spirit soul, holy soul, fairy soul, up to buddha soul. The shape of 
the four-sided intercom is a symbol of three-dimensional space. Those four 
directions are the universe whose apex is infinity. Sitting on the intercom may at 
first seem like an act of courage. Because through one life, man has understood the 
horror of suffering. Few people have the courage to start their life, especially 
starting from scratch. But courage implies having a purpose. It is impossible to 
have the courage to achieve nothing. I had the courage in my life many times to sit 
on the intercom, proud that I sat higher than others. So I accept space and time. I 
became a faithful slave. Time and space are endless, so I have to live forever to 
climb those interstellar platforms. I hang around low and high. Obviously courage 
is not liberation.

Iit cya Duuuiia 19 air 
expression of compassion and love for people regardless of oneself. At the 
beginning of his life, he created a radio station not because of courage, but because 
of compassion. Because I want to save people, I am ready to die anywhere, at any 
time in the universe. It is the act of transcending space and time. The moment you 
forget yourself for other people, regardless of your skin color or hair color, what 
else is there other than the blooming interstellar platform, what else is there to be 
liberated? Is that the top of the intercom - the convergence of time and space as 
one? 


According to the description of the Dharma Protector, we have just taken a right 
turn on the spiritual path of living. Now we sit on our radio as we like - or 1200 
years, or 2400 years, or 3600 years... and then come down to earth and start over. 
Vows to write far, far to write counter. But that's another matter. Now let's make 
some concluding remarks. 


Authenticity : there may be the question of how to prove the living spiritual path is 
real ? 


Such a problem is a must, because people are used to living with proofs, with 
reasons. But consider this implication: The Dharma Protector was ordered by the 
Supreme Being to walk around on the sacred path of life and then reveal it to 
mankind. Dharma protector is consciousness. The living sacred path is the 
samsaric path to evolution. Consciousness and evolution still exist for millions of 
years without needing to be proven. Reality exists beyond space and time. That's 
not the humans - the people who have done everything: make war, make peace, 
test nuclear bombs, launch spacecraft to Mars, trade for profit, chant Buddhist 
scriptures - all just because of the desire for happiness, to avoid suffering? The 
spiritual path of life that the Dharma Protector walks is also the conscious path to 
seek happiness. And finding happiness, on any level, is a reality. 


Philosophical nature: the spiritual path of life bears the majestic shape of Eastern 
philosophy. Western philosophy carries the nature of the uncompromising 
antidote between co and no , while yes and no are onein the deep spirit of the East. 
In the eyes of the west, there are east and west, in contrast, in the eyes of the east, 
there are only people. Metaphysical concepts in eastern philosophy are described 
by myths, in which fairy characters are as sad-joy-angry-hate as mortals. Gods, 
mortals incarnate real vanity. The sacred path of life carries a symbol of different 
colors that people with all ways of looking at will recognize different meanings. 
These differences shed some light on the identity. That is the essence of Cao Dai 
philosophy. 


Liberation: the sacred path of life is the great path of reincarnation, which is also 
the profound principle of the universe. Life goes from soul matter to buddha soul 
and then back to matter and so on endlessly. When one learns to realize this 
deeply, there is no need to be freed from suffering. That is real liberation. With the 
spirit of reincarnation as liberation , practitioners have a new view of things and 
events. All ambition will no longer cause suffering, human relations become 
human. Human life is no longer a terrible school of struggle, but a place to learn 
and help each other fulfill their human duties. 


C- The Method of Communion 


Caodaism is a psychic phenomenon. That is, religious institutions and all rituals 
are based on a two-way communication relationship between the existing world 
and the supernatural world. This relationship is still called by Cao Dai followers as 
fellowship with the three worlds of heaven and earth... in general, this whole 
universe. But why is it called the Dharma of fellowship? 


First of all, I think we should discuss the meaning of the word dharma. French is a 
very difficult word to explain. According to Thieu Chuu, dharma means 
permission, such as rules, laws, politeness, etc., but in terms of Buddhist law, 
everything and everything is dharma. All things are dharma objects for the mind- 
base. That is, what can be touched, tasted, smelled, and thought, are all called 
dharma objects. According to Daisetz Teitaro Suzuki, Dharma (Dharma) mainly 
means ritual and law, but Shakyamuni Buddha used it very generally and flexibly 
in his sermons. And in the Cao Dai religion, Duc Chi Ton taught: The teacher 
declared the Ba Quai but created the world world, so it is called the Dharma. The 
Dharma has just given birth to the universe of all kinds, and then there are people 
who should be called Sangha. From such a range of definitions, it is clear that the 
word has a contextual meaning. 


Body - used to call something or something that has a certain scale and manner 
and can manifest. In addition, if used is the opposite of util (i.e., what has been 
done), then the principle is implied. Thus, in terms of semantics (ie, the literal 
meaning of the word), the body is the principles and laws of what manifests the 
form. But that is not enough. The clear and clear semantics of the Western style 
cannot convey the immense magic of Eastern philosophy. In a speech, Dharma 
Protectorate said: "The Tao can make the dharma the outer content and the secret 
method the content, but the tenfold body of the Dharma cannot be better than 
three, and the secret dharma no one has yet understood and made the Way. lose 


value in the eyes of sentient beings, faith is increasingly diminished"... In this 
passage, Duc Hoa Phap used the opposite word to show the meaning. One of the 
beauty of Chinese literature is the use of opposites. It is the opposite of each pair of 
words that will give rise to the real meaning. Just two words opposite each other, 
the meaning has arisen infinitely. Now it's hard to put that idea into words. 
Obviously, when it comes to the legal body, it is necessary to talk about the secret 
method. The dharma and the secret method cannot be separated but have 
meaning, just as yin must have yang in order to arise in the mountains. So 
according to the above context, we can temporarily state some definitions of 
dharma and secret methods: Just like yin, there must be yang in order to generate 
the great earth.

If the body dharma is the visible part, then the secret dharma is the hidden part, 
which cannot be seen. 


If the legal body is a religious institution, then the secret method is the 
philosophical meaning.

If the physical dharma is the exoteric doctrine, then the secret method is the 
inner teaching of the mind. 


If the dharma is a religious act, the secret dharma is a metaphysical action.

Then, to be able to communicate, there must be a secret method of communication. 
The methods of communion are ways in which people relate to the metaphysical 
world, and the secret methods of communion are consequential influences that 
cannot be touched by ordinary senses. For example, when Ouija board, only the 
person holding the cue and the muscle runs in a circle and then points to the letters, 
but the other effects cannot be seen. Before the opening of the Cao Dai religion, such 
psychic phenomena occurred all over the world. Going to the field, praying for Ouija, 
Sai Ma etc... are all forms of communication. And this dharma has been transformed 
into a treasure trove at Tay Ninh holy temple. When entering the palace, looking up 
at the ceiling, you can see these treasures: a table of ghosts, a small jade co, a great 


jade co, a pen and a human head. From these spells, 
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of the head, which is mandatory for all believers. This is also the easiest method to 
implement and ironically, the most often deprecated method. 


- The second is the pen body method: this is the method inferred from the symbols 
of the small jade co, the great jade co or the pen and is also the method of initiation 
of Cao Dai that has received the most attention. But only the disciples chosen by 
Duc Chi Ton - called Ngu Ma Quan or high-ranking dignitaries - can perform this 
practice. For example, according to Tan Luat Phap Chanh Truyen, the 
Congregation could go to Hiep Thien Dai to communicate with the Three 
Thousand Sixth Heavens, the Three Thousand Worlds, that is, to carry out the 
basic dharma practice. 


- The third is the ecstasy purification: this is the method also inferred from the 
human head, but it is a special method only for the believers selected by the church 
and is also the most difficult method, because only new noble spirits aspire to 
achieve. 


We will now delve into the first form of fellowship. 


Perhaps there will be objections that if you read the scriptures, just say that you 
are reading the scriptures, why should you use the word "first method of 
communication". The word sounds far-fetched, but it's actually just reading 
scriptures. Actually, this is not a new way of naming sutras for the purpose of 
making the matter important, but it is the right view of an important dharma in 
Cao Dai religion. Because the purpose of this third initiation is to save thousands of 
spirits - not only 92 million causes, but also demons and human beings. So, 
among the treasures that the Supreme Being gave to mankind, there must be a 
universal and easy-to-implement method that can handle that great purpose. 
Considering the three types of dharmas: reading sutras, writing muscles, refining 
the monad, we see that the pen and the practice are only for a few objects. After all, 
only the first method is appropriate. Anyone can read the scriptures, As long as 
you persist in doing it correctly, the secret method will work. Therefore, it is 
essential to have a clear awareness of the wonderful uses of this dharma before 
implementing it. Having a clear consciousness, implementing the new dharma has 
the effect of communicating with the living divine realm, enjoying the joy of the 
great indulgence that the Supreme Lord has bestowed on mankind. 


In terms of origin, all living things have their own ways of exchanging, either for 
resistance or for acceptance. Humans are the most advanced creatures on the 
planet, so they have a very high ability to exchange, especially in terms of 
information. The ultimate goal of this exchange of information is self-defense. 


People exchange information not only by words but also by gestures, in writing, by 
symbols, etc.. Distributing powerful information to oppose and receiving friendly 
information for profit is the work of human beings. who have been doing since 
being on this earth. For example, when meeting an object that can endanger life, 
people have words or gestures to repel this object. And if meeting people or things 
that can bring benefits, people also have friendly gestures or words with the 
purpose of combining to benefit themselves. It is clear then that exchange is a very 
natural human characteristic. Humans exchange with each other for survival, and 
in addition, humans also want to trade with other worlds. For example, people 
now launch ships into space to explore if there are other creatures? People 
broadcast out into space, hoping for some extraterrestrial being to receive it. This 
is accompanied by an additional hint that the spiritual world will catch the wave. 
Then people set up facilities to try to detect waves from space, hoping to get 
information from other realms. This shows that it is natural to desire fellowship 
with the other world, It is also the beginning of prayer, the most popular form of 
which is reciting scriptures in religions. When people have to face an extreme 
suffering, when the comfort of those around them is not effective, everyone wants 
to give that painful soul to the divine beings and wish to be blessed. return peace. 
Thus, reading the scriptures has both positive and negative effects. Positive when 
reading sutras because of thinking about the general, negative when reading 
sutras because of small ego. However, to be clear, it is not positive that is good, 
negative is bad. Positive and negative are just two sides of the matter of reading 
scriptures. It also follows the universal yin-yang law of the Supreme Being. The 
practice of fellowship clearly responds to the need to communicate with the living 
divine. And as discussed above, this dharma also contains a secret solution to 
liberate ten thousand spirits. Thus, it is clear that the practice of fellowship is 
closely related to the suttas. When a student of the Way recites these sutras, it is a 
practice. 


* Suttas 


Every religion has its own scriptures. Often the sutras record the words of the 
cardinals teaching the Dharma or explaining the questions of the disciples. In Cao 
Dai religion, the teachings of the Supreme Being and the divine beings are called 
holy words and are not recited. The chanted sutras are mostly written in pen and 
take the form of poems in Sino-Vietnamese language, or in Vietnamese. 
Applications can be divided into two categories: 


The Heavenly Dao Sutra: read on occasions of worshiping in the four times, in 
small and large forums, in prayers for supplication, etc. 


The sutras: read before or after daily activities. 
But from the point of view of the dharma, we can divide it into three categories: 


Type of information transmission: when chanting, the practitioner's mind is 
directed to another object. For example, sutra sutra. 


Type of information received: typically the penitential texts and most of the 
sutras. 


Types of both receiving and transmitting information: Sutras worshiping the four 
times, Sutras worshiping the Mother Buddha. 


When it comes to suttas, everyone admits that reading sutras must understand the 
meaning of the sutras. It is often said to read the sutras. But understanding the 
meaning of the Cao Dai sutras is an elaborate work, requiring understanding of Han- 
Nom literature and the philosophies of many other religions, especially the three 
main religions: Confucianism, Laotian, and Buddha. Because, if the suttas in 
Vietnamese are full of religious legends, the suttas in Chinese are even more 
meaningful. For example, the Sutras of Jade Emperor God, Thich Taoism, Taoism and 
Confucianism are not only difficult to understand in terms of words but also in terms 
of syntax. Not only word to word, phrase to phrase, but sentence to sentence is also 
very close. Just understanding it literally is really lame, even with obscure sentences. 
So, Can I ask a question here? If sutras can save tens of thousands of souls, why is it 
only for those who are proficient in Han studies? So those who don't know Chinese 
studies want to be saved must learn Sino-Vietnamese before reading scriptures? 


Recently, there have been a number of intellectuals who have worked to translate 
the sutras into Vietnamese. This is very good because it helps the novice to 
understand roughly the meaning of the sutras. But assuming you understand the 
sutras, what does that mean? Is it mostly the praise of God, the cardinals, the 
description of the way to the Living Divinity, or things that are very difficult to 
understand? Obviously, understanding literally and figuratively, that is, using 
inference to understand is not the end. In fact, the meaning of the suttas lies in the 
way the sutras are read. Understanding the meaning of the sutras according to 
common sense is only part of this practice. Learning how to read sutras to read 
them correctly is called the practice of fellowship. If the practice is correct, the 
secret method will operate, and wisdom will be opened. When wisdom unfolds, the 
meaning of the sutras is as transparent as a mirror. That is, the practitioner will 
easily understand the hidden meanings of the gods through the sutras. Understand 
directly, not through reasoning, not through controversy, not through the 
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Next, let's discuss another very important part: music combined with the sutras. 
(Mainly focus on the official suttas used in rituals such as worshiping the four 
times, the small dan, the great dan, and the prayer. super...) 


* Music and scriptures 


It is not clear when music comes to people. But in every population, in every 
society from time immemorial, from East to West, music occupies a very 
important place. People use music in festivals, entertainment, sacrifices, even 
when looking for excitement in the blood of war. It was the sound of trumpets, the 
sound of battle drums, urging warriors to rush forward to destroy the enemy; it 
was the crackling sound of drums; from the melodic singing of the ethnic 
minorities to the modern choirs of the West and the East. People try to express 
music with their voices (vocals) and with musical instruments (instruments). 
Performing music is a complex act of connotation. Maybe it's because you want to 
recall a lost feeling, maybe it's for mental reassurance, etc. In general, it's about 
conveying an exchange of feelings or thoughts. That is, I sing to let others know 
that I am happy, or let others know I'm sad, I'm lonely, I'm resentful. Thus, music 
is a language that can be used by all ethnic groups, without having to go through 
the bridge of speech or writing. A Chinese person can feel the passion or 
excitement in a piece of music played by a Frenchman easily without 
understanding the lyrics. In contrast, a French person can listen to Chinese music 
and can feel it without understanding Chinese. 


In addition, acoustic studies have shown some effects of music. Here's an 
interesting experiment: two loudspeakers were placed near a seedling, one for 
soothing music and the other for stimulating music. After a while, the tree grows 
larger, but grows sideways toward the speaker that plays soft music. Apparently, 
music has an impact on plants. People apply the experience of the above 
experiment to many fields. For example, playing music to lull a baby to sleep at 
daycare, using music to treat illness. Another spectacular example is that in 
supermarkets, people play soft music so that customers can stay longer, have time 
to consider, buy more products and thus increase sales. In contrast, in restaurants, 
if there are too many customers, people play music to make customers eat faster to 
quickly have an empty table for new customers. In addition, (Noise is also a kind of 
sound, only it doesn't fit the ear so people don't like it) too much in the city makes 
children grow up physiologically faster than children in the countryside. This 
noise also contributed to the age of a disease called stress. In short, music has an 
obvious effect on the organism, whether we want to hear it or not. And as we've 
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In Cao Dai religion, reciting sutras is always accompanied by music. The Cao Dai 
reading form can be considered as a kind of hymn. But it is a hymn with music and 
lyrics prescribed from the day of initiation and cannot compose other hymns. The 
music used when reciting the sutras is folk music, played with traditional 
instruments. So why not use popular modern Western music, but use folk music? 


Ethnic music is the quintessence of the Vietnamese people developed through 
many historical periods until the initiation period, which is divided into three 


types: 
The North: happy, healthy music 
Slightly South: Nam Xuan is dignified and refreshing; Nam Ai is very sad. 


Slightly resentful: sad music, resentment. This is another special kind of Southern 
folk song. 


The music used when reading sutras is mainly Nam Xuan and Nam Ai, meaning one 
happy and one sad. This is not outside the law of yin and yang operation of Duc Chi 
Ton. If there is happiness, there will be sadness, half happy and half sad, and neither 
happy nor sad; ie two-doubt born quartet. The prayer combined with the music will 
form a special language and will act in all directions, just as the music affects the 
sapling. So reading the sutras is the transmission of information, the first practice of 
the Dharma of fellowship. 


In addition, the person who practices the practice of fellowship can also receive 
information. In acoustics, we all know the phenomenon of resonance. That is, if the 
lute is played on one note (which is a certain pitch of the seven tones in Western 
music and five in Vietnamese folk music), another string will carry the same note of 
the same pitch, even without touching it. vibrate and make a sound. So when reading 
sutras reach the point of having a pure soul, without any worries or troubles, it 
means that you have raised your heart to the same level as the sound of the universe, 
which is emitted regularly. That is also the time when there is resonance, that is, 
receiving information from the universe, just as the ancients used to say that there is 
an effect of feeling. 


It can be argued that the music used in this practice is a form of lull to escape the 
extreme suffering of life. Maybe my loved one has passed away, my wealth is lost, but 
I am not able to revive my loved one, nor can I get my wealth back, so I recite sutras 
to forget about life. Maybe so, if the executor meant it. But if you read the scriptures 
like that, there is no such thing as fellowship. In this case, reading sutras is, 


obviously, running away from life, running after sounds and forms. Remember, the 
music used in this practice has a distinctly positive orientation. It is a sense of 
exchange and impact on the living environment which is already destructive to the 
point of absurdity. Cultivators learn to read sutras not only to affect their own body 
but also to want the surrounding environment to be affected, just like music affects 
seedlings. The refreshing and gentle joy of Nam Xuan, the immense sadness of Nam 
Ai, the richness of the nation, along with the gentle and gentle rhythms, evoke the 
purity in the souls of religious learners. From there, believers can have love, go into 
life without doubts, without hatred and struggle. Obviously, reading scriptures to 
enter life, not to escape life. 


Music and sutras cannot exist alone. If the music lacks sutras, the emotion of the 
music will be too liberal. Sutras without music have no life. The music of today's 
youth, because of the lack of right words, sometimes becomes dull and lethargic. As 
for the prayer without music, it will obviously have a lullaby tone and not have much 
impact. Sutras and music, when properly complemented by each other, generate a 
conscious impact, in other words, the secret method begins to function. 


* Coordination of space and time 


To promote the full capacity of the practice of fellowship, it is necessary to consider 
two more factors that also contribute significantly. It is space and time. The space is 
the place to read the scriptures and the time is the time to read the scriptures. 


Practicing the practice of fellowship or reading sutras where will be most effective? 
Of course, it'S okay to read the scriptures anywhere: private homes, prayer 
gatherings, holy houses, etc. Where the reader has the right amount of sincerity, the 
best results will be achieved. However, staying in a sanctuary or better yet a shrine 
has two additional advantages. The first is the support of fellow believers. Everyone 
knows that people are afraid of working alone. In a crowd, especially with people 
with the same purpose, people feel supported, so it is easy to act bravely. In addition, 
thanks to the interaction of the mind, it is easier to concentrate. This is essential for 
reciting the scriptures. That psychological fact can be seen in the protests. Today, it is 
called the crowd effect. That is, in a crowd, if everyone is doing something, it is easy 
to attract individuals to do it. That is also the reason why primitive people gathered 
in herds and then progressed to the tribes and society today. The second point is the 
architecture of the sanctuary (especially where the architecture resembles a holy 
temple, or preferably a holy temple). Not only is the atmosphere here dignified, 
quiet, easy to focus on, but the architecture itself has its own characteristics. Sound 
when encountering an obstacle will bounce back (reflexivity of sound). Because of 
this property, it is calculated when building an auditorium so that the acoustic 


efficiency reaches the best level, that is, there is no echo to cause noise. Most of the 
ancient churches around the world have domes on the ceiling for this purpose. The 
shrine is also dome-shaped, but nine domes in a row. Then the sound effect in Cuu 
Trung Dai is also somewhat unusual. Also a flute, If we punch different holes, we will 
get different sounds. This needs to be studied more in terms of acoustics. 


In addition to the above two points, the location of the shrine is also a secret. 
According to the holy scriptures, this position is located on the Luc Long Pho imprint. 
Today, everyone agrees that due to the uneven structure of the earth's crust, there 
can be large metal ores with different reserves that change the magnetic field of the 
earth more or less. Therefore, when in different places on the earth, people will be 
affected by different magnetic forces. Humans are influenced by the gravitational 
force of the earth. After living in a zero-gravity environment for a long time, space 
astronauts all suffered from disorders of bodily functions when returning to earth. 
So, is the sanctuary located in a position where a special magnetic force acts on the 
human body and gives some advantage to the communion with the divine? 


The second factor is the time to read the scriptures. All living things are governed by 
the element of time. Because it takes time to be born, grow up, grow old, and then 
die; ie city, pillar, destruction, no. Time is an indispensable element of the universe 
and time exists carefree outside of human hands. It means that humans have no way 
of slowing down or speeding up time. And time under the macroscopic view is a 
collection of cycles that everyone knows today under the name of biological cycles. A 
flower blooms every ten o'clock. An oyster at high tide opens its shell to catch the sea 
water. People try to take the oyster to another shore, where the tide time is different, 
it still opens the shell at the time of high tide in the old place. There is also a 
biological clock in the human body. If you watch carefully, it will be clear why there 
are times when the mind is easy to focus, at times it is easy to get angry; sometimes 
even more susceptible than other times? Therefore, the Cao Dai religion stipulates 
that worshiping at four times (ie four times a day) is based on this fact. During these 
four times, due to the influence of the biological clock, the organs in our body have 
different activities. Practicing the practice of fellowship at these times, internally, is 
to regulate the physiological and psychological activities of the body; externally is 
the right time when the moon, sun, earth in particular and this whole universe in 
general come into the right position for fellowship. Thought should also add here 
that the day of the squirrel (the first day of the lunar month) and the day of hope (the 
middle day of the lunar month) are the most convenient occasions for fellowship. 
There are many studies talking about the phenomenon when the full moon is the 
largest attraction of the earth and the moon. In humans, the liquid part, ie water, 
accounts for a very high proportion. Due to the measurement of the body is also 


affected by the gravitational pull of the earth and the moon. At the highest tide is also 
when some chronic diseases such as asthma and mental illness are most likely to 
break out. Some crime surveys also show that this is also the time when crime occurs 
the most. Thus, it is clear that the position of the celestial bodies has an impact on 
the body's circadian clock. At this point, it is easier to see that practicing the practice 
of fellowship in such times will be more effective. At the highest tide is also when 
some chronic diseases such as asthma and mental illness are most likely to break out. 
Some crime surveys also show that this is also the time when crime occurs the most. 
Thus, it is clear that the position of the celestial bodies has an impact on the body's 
circadian clock.

* Two effects 


What effects will the first form of fellowship bring? Or to put it more simply: what 
will the sutras achieve? It is clear that cultivators learn to read sutras with the 
intention of having some impact, not for entertainment. 


Thus, in order to carry out this practice, one must understand the sutras, coordinate 
with the music, and then perform in the right place and at the right time. All of these 
must be in harmony. 


There is one last point, which is the will of the practitioner, who reads the sutras. 
Right at the beginning of this dharma, in the first sutta, the practitioner encountered 
the sentence "The original Tao is through sincerity and loyalty". This is an 
ideological problem that cannot be brought about by others. Only the meditator 
knows if he is sincere or not and to what extent. 


So is the issue of trust. If you want to know if you are successful, have faith or not, 
you have to examine yourself. Self-examination is an extremely difficult behavior, 
because then we may have to face a reality that is not very beautiful. For example, 
when I examine myself, I realize that I am greedy. So how do I deal with this reality? 
Either deny, say that you are not greedy, or promise your heart will not be greedy in 
the future. There are many ways to refuse. But the self (ego) is a wonderfully vivid 
reality and how difficult it is to grasp. For example, I just thought about a problem. 
Knowing that I have thought about that problem means that I have already thought 
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think before we know we have thought. 


Now suppose it is possible to judge whether one's heart is faithful or not, even if 
those are fragmentary remarks. Let's assume that for a moment so that we can 
consider the effects of the practice of fellowship. The act of self-examination, which 
Zen studies call ''contemplation" must be done for a very long time, sometimes even 
a person's life has not been "contemplative". When it is "successful" or "faithful", 
the new executive will be most effective. 


Back to the problem above: that is, we have considered ourselves. Thus, when the 
sincerity, the words of the sutras, the music, the place of the sutras, and the time of 
the sutras are fully coordinated, the secret method will operate, that is, it will have an 
impact. There are two effects when a practitioner practices the first method of 
fellowship: the internal impact and the external impact. 


Internal influences: 


These are the effects on the practitioner himself. Humans are composed of two main 
components: body (spirit) and brain (qi). These two entities work together. This does 
not need to be proven, but can be commented on by each individual's own body. 
When the body is healthy, the mind is clear, and the spirit is strong, which also 
attracts the activities of the body. The first method of communion is a catalyst for the 
body (Tinh) to coordinate with the spirit (Qi) and then to unite with the spirit. That is 
the sacred part that the Supreme Lord gives to mankind as promised "I have come to 
awaken the monad for you to attain enlightenment". The following are the internal 
effects of the three types of sutras. 


- The type of receiving information: the meditator practices this practice with an 
inward consciousness, which means that he thinks about himself. Typical for this 
type of sutra is the repentance sutra. The literal meaning of the word repent is to 
confess one's sins to make amends. So the problem here is to know whether we are 
guilty or not before chanting the repentance sutra. Because, with guilt, repentance 
is a true act, while repenting without sin, it seems that there is nothing more 
absurd. But how do you know if you are guilty or not? Determining whether you are 
guilty or not is not a simple act. Because it is the people who have committed 
terrible crimes and still complain in public as usual. Obviously this is difficult. But 
let's assume I'm guilty. According to the Dharma Protector, he is the most 
righteous judge in the living spiritual realm. Now, Let's assume that we judge 
ourselves as guilty and sincerely want to make amends to see how the impact of 
the first practice of the fellowship is. When admitting guilt, the practitioner's 
heart is open and happy to receive all attacks and criticisms of others. At this time, 


I face my own sins, not hide anymore. Sin now appears with all its angles, all its 
diabolical, sly character. With such an intention, it is not only the consciousness of 
the practitioner that repents, but the whole body, cells and organs repent; that is, 
ready to receive without resisting to react. Now, prayers and music will penetrate 
every corner of the cells, soothing and adding new energy to them so that they 
continue to live harmoniously without disturbance. At that time, they look in the 
same direction, with a sense of readiness to receive information from the outside 
world. 


- Type of information transmission: Practitioners perform this practice with an 
extroverted consciousness, that is, thinking of others. For example, chanting 
sutras for transcendence means wishing for other souls to be promoted to the 
living divine realm. That is, the practitioner has a sense of service and help. But is 
that sense of service really serving? Because it is very difficult to serve and help 
without being completely self-sufficient. It is possible that I wish for others to 
ascend because in my heart, I also wish to be so or hope that the act of praying will 
bring merit to myself and my children and grandchildren. If I am so conscious, I do 
not pray for others. So, again, this is a matter of thought and we have to examine 
ourselves to see if we really want others to ascend. Such a sense of true service can 
harmonize with music and sutras, proceeds to focus the body and mind to 
transmit the desired information. Now the cells in the yogi's body also coordinate 
to look in the same direction, but in the direction of transmitting information to 
the outside world. 


- The type that both receives and transmits information: typical for this type is the 
four-time worshiping sutras. This practice combines the two types mentioned above, 
so that the practitioner has both types of receiving and transmitting concentration of 
the body and mind. That is, the practitioner enters into the eternal formula of the 
Supreme Being: two doubts give birth to the four statues, the four statues give birth 
to the eight trigrams, the eight trigrams give birth to all things... 


Einstein said that all forms of matter can be turned into energy according to the 
famous formula: E - MC2 and this theory has been wonderfully proven through 
atomic explosions. But bombarding atomic nuclei to cause an explosion is just one of 
many ways to turn matter into energy. One can generate periodic electrical pulses to 
generate electromagnetic waves which are also a form of energy. Thus, when the 
human body receives information in a certain cycle, it also produces energy. 
Nowadays, people are studying this phenomenon and naming it as extrasensory 
waves. Practicing the dharma to the point of emitting extrasensory waves is the 
secret method that has been operating within the practitioner. Recently in China, 
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Russia also has a few cases of doing this. 


That's the internal impact, what about the external impact? The Cao Dai religion's 
conception of the unity of heaven and man (heaven and man is one) in fact can be 
easily proved. Without man there is no universe and without the universe there is no 
man. Man and the universe interact. For example, sunspots appear on a periodic 
basis that scientists have calculated to be about eleven years, creating weather 
changes that affect human health. It is clear that the universe affects people. In 
addition, human activities also affect nature. Recently, following the press, there is 
still talk of ozone layer destruction and the phenomenon of the greenhouse effect. 
Those two problems are man-made. People use perfume sprays, disinfectant sprays, 
air conditioners .... which contains CFC gas. This substance accumulates for a long 
time, causing damage to the ozone layer in the atmosphere. At that time, the harmful 
rays of the sun will not be blocked, but will go straight to the earth, causing diseases 
for people. In addition, using fuel such as gasoline will generate a lot of carbon in the 
atmosphere, making the sun's rays unable to be reflected back into space. They stay 
in the atmosphere, causing the temperature to rise. rise, causing weather 
disturbances. Those are specific examples that show that humans have an impact on 
the universe, but it is a physical impact. What about the spiritual effects of the 
practice of fellowship? using fuel such as gasoline will generate a lot of carbon in the 
atmosphere, making the sun's rays unable to reflect back into space. They stay in the 
atmosphere, causing the temperature to increase, weather disturbances. Those are 
specific examples that show that humans have an impact on the universe, but it is a 
physical impact.

- External influences: 


- Type of receiving information: as described, if the dharma is properly practiced, it 
is possible to emit so-called extrasensory waves. Since consciousness is receiving, 
this extrasensory wave is either receiving or afferent. 


- Type of information transmission: same as above, but opposite orientation. 


- The type that both receives and transmits information: has both of the above 
properties. 


In the surrounding world, all living things broadcast, not only people who practice 
the practice of fellowship broadcast. However, everything around the broadcast is 
disoriented and disordered. When practicing the first method of fellowship, the 
practitioner learns to broadcast with direction, thus attracting opposite waves. For 
example, the receiving broadcast will attract the transmitting wave and vice versa. 
Thus, we will also orient the broadcast space in our living environment. The first 
consequence is that the cultivator affects the living world, just as music is used to 
influence a seedling. When the broadcast space is oriented and has the appropriate 
period, i.e. four times a day, or centered on squirrel days, then the wave becomes 
congruent with the cosmic wave, often called the "diaphragm". "from the living 
spirit. At that time, 


I think, the above presentations are somewhat called temporary orientation for the 
way of reading sutras in Caodaism, or rather, the first method of communion. Here 
are some comments to summarize the issue: 


First of all, the first form of communion contains the secret of liberation. Of course, it 
should be clearly understood that it is liberating for all ten thousand souls, not just 
one individual. Obviously, the practitioner must have a positive consciousness, 
beyond the small self that is full of seeds of suspicion, hatred and cruelty. That is the 
factor that has fostered war for this entire planet. It is also necessary to go beyond 
begging for personal benefits such as praying for family peace, good luck winning the 
lottery, etc., It must be understood that chanting and reciting sutras affects the 
whole world or beyond, the universe or the eternal sacred realm. living. If you think 
that "some people are alone, how can the sutras affect anyone" then that is a 
surrendering concept. Because as we have seen, the seedling - which is a plant - is 
still affected by the music. Those who study Cao Dai religion all know that Duc Chi 
Ton taught: "I am your children, you are my teacher". It can be inferred: "I am the 
universe, the universe is me". Then it is this individual, this small person, and not 
anyone else, who is responsible for the success or failure of the universe. The 
scriptures emitted by the cultivators carry great power, capable of operating the 
universe. With such a firm consciousness, the secret method works. 


Second, practice the practice of fellowship to attain the state of communion with the 
living divine realm. But to achieve so for what? The treasure of the Supreme Being 
left to people is liberation, that is, getting rid of all mental suffering, all the petty 
trifles of life and gaining wisdom. Communion with the living sacred realm is not the 
end, but wisdom is what the practitioner hopes to achieve. It is through the state of 
fellowship that the student can attain the original monad, that is, to attain the state 
of wisdom that Zen scholars call the wisdom of Prajna. When wisdom is attained, the 
meditator has a penetrating insight into life that dissolves all problems. Life and 


death, suffering, more than losing is no more. Religious learners still live and work as 
usual, but life is now different. Life now is World Bliss. In short, The practice of 
fellowship is to focus physical and mental energy to receive the great energy of the 
universe. Two energies coordinate, that is, Heaven - Man is one, also known as Tinh 
- Qi - God is united. It is that power that will open the clairvoyant or wisdom eye or 
attain wisdom. 


After all, to think that just doing this practice of fellowship is enough is a bit one- 
sided. Every day, cultivators only recite the sutras four times, the rest of the time 
they still have to live and communicate with the surrounding society. This time is 
equally important as it enables the practitioner to see himself more clearly than ever 
before. Having a collision with other people in life can we see that we are good or bad, 
are we really clean or not, and to what extent are we responsible for society. As long 
as a student of the Way does not know whether he is good or bad, leaving others in 
suffering, and calculating profits, practicing the practice of fellowship is like singing 
a meaningless song. At that time, it is true that a student of the Way chases after 
sounds and forms. There is also the thought that chanting - reading sutras as much 
as possible, no longer even aspire to worldly affairs in order to quickly gain wisdom. 
But wisdom is not more or less, not slow. Wisdom appears like lightning only in 
fragile moments, when the dharma body is at its peak. At that time, having attained 
wisdom, the student of the Way will be able to answer the eternal question: why?Are 
we present in this world? 


IV 


CONCLUDE 


When creating a new religion to save all souls, that is, the cause, the devil and the 
human being, the Supreme Being taught: "... in order to save sentient beings, we 
must display the treasure, not hide it anymore ...". In fact, Duc Chi Ton displayed the 
treasures at the holy temple. Sincere followers of the Way, who feel the need for 
liberating truth like breathing, see and understand the Buddha's teachings when 
standing in front of the shrine. Perhaps each person will see it differently, due to 
cultural or racial differences, but ultimately must agree that the form of the shrine 
contains an extremely rich content. That Dharma Body contains a magical Mystery, 
and that Dharma Body does not leave the Mystic Law. 


The Holy Temple does not contain the Secret Dharma, it is just a building painted 


with many colors; Secret Fa without a shrine will not represent anything. The flesh 
without a soul is a corpse; Soulless souls cannot exist in the phenomenal world. Pure 
lack of practice is wood and stone; Chastity training is just exercise. “The Tao has no 
life, there is no strength; Life without Tao has no rights". 


Obviously, the religion that Duc Chi Ton founded is full of Dharma and Secret 
Dharma. It is impossible for this temple to exclusively offer sacrifices, and the other 
holy house to take care of the fairy citadel. It is impossible for one group to take care 
of universal salvation and the other to take care of purification. The spectrum is the 
Dharma; Purification is the Secret Dharma. The Dharma Body and the Secret Fa are 
inherently co-exist and opposite. The Dharma Body and the Secret Fa are one , and 
there can be no dividing line. Cao Dai followers understand this as they have firmly 
grasped the key to the Thirty Luc Thien, the Three Thien World. 


But if you hold the key and don't open it, you won't be able to enter the door. Theory 
without practice is empty talk. If you want to enter the Thirty-Six Heavens, you have 
to start from life. Without practicing the Dharma, the Secret Dharma does not move. 
The method of Duc Chi Ton must be applied to the reality of daily life to be effective. 
Caodaists cannot divide their life into two phases. "When I'm done with my life, I'll 
go to the mountains to cultivate." or "Now I take care of prostrating and doing merit, 
tomorrow when I go to Tinh's house, I will practice Tam Buu." Newbies sometimes 
make a fatal mistake due to the strong impression of the word Secret Dharma, so 
they think that practicing Tam Buu is a very "secret" and "terrible" action. But what 
is Tam Buu practice? That is the practice of Tinh, the Spirit. That is, exercise the 
body, train the mind. When the body is healthy, the mind is clear. The clear mind 
communicates with the soul. Ay is the attainment of the Way. So if now we only 
worry about worshiping and praying but don't practice Tam Buu, which means we 
don't train our bodies and train our brains?!. 


Each Dharma Body of the Supreme Being is a method of practicing the Tam Buu, but 
at different levels. In which, entering the Tinh Dynasty is the highest concentration 
method. The dharmas mentioned in this book are just small ideas. The problem is 
that cultivators themselves find out how to practice Tam Buu to suit them. Then in 
daily life, in each thought, one must examine oneself, correct it, and so on, 
persistently throughout life. When the Dharma Body and the Secret Dharma move 
properly, at that very moment, Wisdom unfolds. That is Thien Nhan. 
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
